Therefore, the 
Board VOTED unanimously to award contract to Central States Fire Apparatus, LLC, 
100 3™ Street, Lyons, SD 57041, for the purchase of a new fire truck (pumper) in the 
amount of $192,195. (ATM 1999 Article 45 was in the amount of $197,000.) Selectmen 
signed the contract.

Board VOTED unanimously to award 
contract to Kevin R. Klein d/b/a Public Safety Consultants, 1221 Pearl Street, Boulder, 
Colorado 80302 in the amount of $24,280 all-inclusive. Chairman Christensen signed the 
contract. The study is to start January 18 and complete it by March 14.

Board noted 1/4/00 letter from Joseph Kacevich, Chairman of the Recreation Facilities 
Committee (ad hoc) suggesting a policy regarding the disbursement of funds from the 
“Recreation Fund”. Town Accountant views contributions to this account as donations. 
A “Recreation Bylaw” was passed at the April 1999 ATM. The bylaw calls for the 
Selectmen to maintain jurisdiction for the acceptance and disbursement of said donations. 
The implementation of this policy allows the committee to respond in a timely manner to 
issues that arise during the fiscal year. To date $10,000 has been contributed to this 
account and additional funds are expected in the near future. Ms. Conlin will check the 
wording of the bylaw.

Board tabled (2-0-0) signing of Fee Proposal to provide design services for school space 


study —Keyes Associates (144 Moody St., Bldg. 24, Waltham 02453) in the amount of 
$13,200. 


7:01 p.m, to 7:05 p.m. Cathy St. Andre (14 Skylar Drive) presented a petition with 120 
signatures regarding the proposed access from Flatley land. The neighbors are protesting 
against an exit going onto Fairview Drive if the Town purchases the Flatley property. 
They want the exit from Flatley property to only be from Rt. 9 and Crystal Pond Road. 


7:05 p.m. to 7:20 p.m. Meeting with David Cash representing Metricom. They request 
to enter into an agreement with the town for use of its municipal right-of-way to deploy 
Metricom’s Ricochet pole top microcell radios. Board read into the record an opinion 
received from Town Counsel Frederick Busconi concerning the right-of-way agreement. 
He approved the draft of the Agreement. Mr. Cash stated that Metricom is a company 
from California and is the only company in the country that has this wireless transmission 
system. The microcells are attached to a street light arm and a small antenna on the 
bottom of the attachment and are on approximately 3% of the poles in town. What this 
allows Metricom to do is to allow a computer system or laptop pcs on the internet without 
tying up the telephone or cable system. There is a small modem which is attached to the 
laptop or computer. The initial contact re receiving and transmitting is all done through a 
modem. This will allow access to the internet at work with this system. You can use it 
on your laptop on the train going into Boston. You can sit in your backyard with it. 
Again, it does not tie up your telephone line. If you have a business and you are wired at 
a particular corner of the building and you want to move your computer to the other 
corner, you can do that with this modem. They are currently operational in Seattle, San 
Francisco and Washington, D. C. In the bigger cities Fire Departments have used these to 
transmit plans from headquarters right to the fire units at the 3" or 4" floor or whatever it 
might be. It can be transmitted right to the site. Metricom’s target market is Rt. 495 to 
Boston — 110 towns. They are at the same level of process at various cities and towns. 
They expect to have this system up and ready by the end of the summer (within 495 and 
Boston). They should be signing up Boston by the end of this month. They have agreed 
to all the terms. It is very flexible. If there are definite street lights in town that they 
don’t need to be on, they can be on the next street. If there is a section of town getting 
more use than another and another microcell is needed, it can be taken from a lesser used 
area and move it over to where the high volume is. If any units have to be added to the 
system once it is designed, it is just a case of moving it around. They need to be about 
half a mile apart to operate efficiently. If one dies for whatever reason, it will transmit 
over that one or around it. It sends a signal to the central computer base that it has gone 
out and then a crew comes out and replaces it. Metricom is the only one doing this. It is 
a very expensive system. It is going to cost them well over a billion dollars to implement 
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the system across the country by 2002. Their majority owners now are Paul Allen’s 
Company, Microsoft and NCI Wilcom. They own about 85% of Metricom. There is one 
set multifee — approximately $70 right now. The modems run about $200 apiece. You 
can purchase those and it is a one time charge. Metricom is offering 5% of the revenues 
and 10 free subscriptions — which would primarily be for public safety. Under the 
Communications Act of 1996 there will be a separate funding for schools and libraries. 
They are FCC approved. It will cause no intérference anyplace. 


Board VOTED 2-0-0 to enter into an agreement with the Town and Metricom for use of 
its municipal right-of-way to deploy Metricom’s Ricochet pole top microcell radios. 


Metricom will stylized the contract for the Town of Southborough and drop them off at 
the Selectmen’s office. Metricom will get together with the utility company and identify 
which poles they can use. Once they are in agreement, Metricom will come back for grant 
of location permit. Then a public hearing will be held. 


7:26 p.m. to 7:45 p.m. Meeting with Betty Soderholm (who is legally blind) regarding 
lack of bus transportation from Route 9 to Worcester and no local transportation. Leah 
Alea (Council on Aging) was also present. Mrs. Soderholm complained that there is no 
bus service to Worcester from Southborough due to cutbacks of the Route 9 bus. 
AVCOA is a door-to-door bus basically for the elderly for only two days a week. There 
is only commuter bus transportation Worcester to Boston. They leave early morning and 
return early evening. The new MBTA train will be at the south end of town for 
transportation to either Boston or into Worcester but won’t be in place for another year. 
Ms. Soderholm is primarily concerned about the fact that Southborough does not have 
local transportation. There is no transportation to get around to nearby towns. You 
cannot go from Southborough to Worcester using public transportation. She had worked 
in Worcester for 20 years but had to quit when the bus line cut off the bus that went to 
Worcester. Regarding bus safety issues: Peter Pan Bus Line Co. was very careful about 
where they stopped and only stopped at a crossover or at a light where there was a safe 
crossover. Scheduling became a problem as they only had a late bus which stopped at 
White’s Corner Restaurant. You can’t cross safely in the dark at that point. Then the bus 
schedule was cut back, that ended her transportation. The bus safely stopped at various 
companies along Route 9. There is now Lift 7 bus coming out of F ramingham to Route 
9, White Bagley Rd. to Route 30 to Main St. and Rt. 85 to Marlboro Rd. and then to 
Marlboro to pick up Rt. 20 over Boundary Road to Solomon Pond Rd. It will be running 
13 hours a day. The Town needs a Transportation Study Committee — a new RTA 
(Regional Transit Authority). Chairman Christensen said he will bring this issue up at 
the next Growth Management Committee meeting. 


7:45 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. Meeting with William Depietri, his Attorney William Pezzoni and 
Mike Sullivan of Sullivan Engineering, regarding 153 Cordaville Road. Also present 
was DPW Supt. John W. Boland. Mr. Depietri asked the Board to discuss granting of an 
access easement over the DPW driveway and a release of the sub-surface easement by the 
MWRA. 
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Board VOTED 2-0-0 to place on the April 2000 Annual Town Meeting Warrant an 
Article permitting Capital Group Properties to access over the Town’s right-of-way to the 
DPW facility. Selectmen will sponsor the warrant article. 


Board noted February 1 opinion from Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi stating that he 
had reviewed the Grant of Easement, Quitclaim Deed, Map Showing Area of Easement 
and other maps. It was his opinion that “the town has a right to allow further use of the 
right-of-way and easement for use other than the Town or ComGas Company. Such 
further use would not obstruct nor otherwise denigrate the Town nor ComGas’ use of 
passage and repassage over the easement.” Board noted 1/11/00 letter from ComGas 
objecting to granting any access rights in the driveway for the proposed development at 
153 Cordaville Road. 


Board VOTED 2-0-0 to abandon any right that the Town has to the easement through the 
center of the property located at 153 Cordaville Road. The easement is of no practical 
use to the Town. 


8:00 p.m. to 8:15 p.m. Hearing (continued from 12/14/99) regarding application for a 
License to store 1,500 gallons of motor oil aboveground by Stonegate Realty Trust d/b/a 
Tri State Freightliner, 218 Turnpike Road. (Nearest cross street: Middle Road) Present: 
Kevin Holmes, President of Tri State. Read into the letter were letters from Building 
Inspector Peter Johnson, Fire Chief Peter F. Phaneuf and John Leeds, 118 Middle Road 
(an abutter). Board requested that Town Counsel send a written opinion regarding the 
allegations made by Mr. Leeds. 


Board VOTED 2-0-0 to table action on this request to Selectmen’s next meeting — 
January 25, 2000 at 7:01 p.m. 


8:30 p.m. to 10:20 p.m. Meeting with Regional School Committee (Beth Wittcoff, 
Chairman), Moderator John Wilson, Town Clerk Paul Berry, Advisory Committee and 
K-8 Building Study Committee and Attorney Gary Brackett. Subject: Discussion of a 
Special Town Meeting Date. Read into the record was January 10 letter addressed to 
Chairman Christensen from Selectman David Parry (who could not attend this meeting) 
re: the taking of land next to Algonquin Regional High School in Northborough and 
listed five questions for the Regional School Committee “for the purpose of taking land 
by eminent domain”. Chairman Christensen stated that the Town still needs a Purchase 
and Sale Agreement or an Eminent Domain Document. Martin Healey, Chairman of the 
Advisory Committee, stated that there are many uncertainties. The Advisory Committee 
cannot make a recommendation at this point in time. The Northborough Selectmen are 
waiting for a recommendation from the Northborough High School Study Committee.

7:00 p.m. Convened in Thomas W. McAuliffe Hearing Room, second floor of the Town 
House. 


Present: Chairman William J. Christensen, Selectman David W. Parry (arrived 7:06 
p.m.), Selectman David A. Coombs, Town Administrator Janice C. Conlin. 


Absent: Marjorie R. Putnam (Assistant to Town Administrator). 


7:00 p.m. Attorney William C. Garrahan (for Richard Gentille d/b/a Ben’s Deli), Richard 
Gentille and Samy E. Hanna met regarding application by Samy E. Hanna d/b/a Ben’s 
Deli, 5 Turnpike Road, Fayville, for a Common Victualler License. Mr. Gentille is 
planning to sell his business and will relinquish his Restaurant/Wine & Malt Beverages 
License. Mr. Hanna requests a common victualler’s license now and will apply later for a 
Restaurant/Wine & Malt Beverages License. Board VOTED 2-0-0 to grant a Common 
Victualler’s License to Mr. Hanna. Selectman Parry was not present at this meeting. 


7:01 p.m. This is a continuation of a hearing on application for a Fuel Storage License 
for 218 Turnpike Road, Stonegate Realty Trust d/b/a Tri State Freightliner, Inc. Board 
noted legal opinion dated January 25, 2000 from Town Counsel Frederick Busconi 
stating that he had investigated documents forwarded to him by Selectmen’s office and 
concurred with the opinions of Building Inspector Peter Johnson and Town Planner 
Wayne Thies that the Selectmen should approve this license inasmuch as it does not 
increase any noncompliance use on the site but is addressing a safety issue as properly 
raised by Fire Chief Peter F. Phaneuf. Therefore, the Board VOTED unanimously to 
approve the issuance to Stonegate Realty Trust d/b/a Tri State Freightliner, Inc., License 
to store in tanks aboveground 1,500 gallons of motor oil on the premises located at 218 
Turnpike Rd. (nearest cross street: Middle Road). 


Selectmen read January 25, 2000 letter from Building Inspector Peter Johnson addressed 
to Kevin Holmes, President of Tri State Freightliner, Inc., 218 Turnpike Road, issuing a 
Cease & Desist Order. It was Mr. Johnson’s determination that Mr. Homes is subject to 
the conditions attached to the special permit issued by the Board of Appeals on 
September 10, 1984. They must comply with the restrictions. 


7:05 p.m. Meeting with David Falconi and Heritage Day Committee re Heritage Day 
2000 being cancelled. However, Town Administrator talked to Mr. Falconi who said the 
committee has met and had talked to Fay School, both Fire Chief and Police Chief, and 
suggested that Heritage Day be held from 12 to 4 p.m. on Sunday, October 8. The parade 
would begin at 12 noon and then the booths would be available through 4 p.m. The 
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pumpkin lighting would be held on Monday night after sunset. This is to accommodate 
the Jewish community with their holiday. The plans were reported to Mr. Kran. He is 
going to talk to a local Rabbi and discuss it with him and he will get back to Ms. Conlin. 


7:10 p.m. Beth Wittcoff, Chairman of the Northborough/Southborough Regional School 
District Committee, gave a status report re MetLife and the proposal to purchase its land 
for the new Algonquin Regional High School. The Regional School Committee last 
week voted in open session to offer $700,000 to purchase the land from MetLife. Ms. 
Wittcoff is happy to report a copy of a contract has been received by Attorney Gary 
Brackett and Superintendent Robert Melican. Mr. Brackett is in receipt of the standard 
form P & S Agreement that MetLife needs. They have sent it to Mr. Brackett so that he 
can review it and it can be tailored to meet the needs of both towns. Mr. Brackett has 
been in touch with the Assistant General Counsel for Real Estate Investments at MetLife 
and Mr. Brackett feels that he will hear from MetLife sometime at the end of this week. 
The Northborough Board of Selectmen last night elected to select a Town Meeting of 
March 13 with a backup of the 14" and the 15". These dates have to be checked with the 
Town Moderator. Ms. Wittcoff wanted to apprise the Selectmen of these latest 
occurrences. Hopefully they will have in hand a draft of the Purchase & Sale Agreement 
by the end of the week and can set the Town Meeting date. 


7:20 p.m. Meeting with David Davidson, Chairman of Temporary School Building 
Planning Committee (K-8) who wanted to give the Board a quick update on where the 
Committee is. Mr. Davidson gave an update of report of work done by HCP with respect 
to school population. HCP’s report says that their figures remain consistent with the 
figures used as the basis for the new high school discussion and also with respect to the 
K-8 situation. In summary, over the next 10 years HCP predicts that the Town’s K-8 
population will increase from the current 1364 students to 1907 students in 2009, an 
increase of 543 students. A copy has been provided to Ms. Conlin and should be 
available at the Town House. Breakdown is 102 Students over the 10 year period (K-2): 
Grades 3-5 an increase of 160 students and Grades 6-8 increase of 291 students. Basically 
over the next 5 years they think the growth will continue at its current rate and the 5 years 
after that it will slow somewhat. 


Next issue discussed: Keyes Associates has been hired. Mr. Vogel has attended three of 
their meetings and there will be another meeting tomorrow night which will be the most 
critical meeting so far in that he has been able to study thoroughly the Neary/Trottier 
situation and speak with both of the Principals, review the requests of Special Needs, and 
have some sort of idea with respect to the needs of the three principal schools. One issue 
discussed was septic. Mr. Vogel’s subcontracted work out to MetroWest Engineering 
which had recently studied all of the systems. Their conclusion (applied to all four 
buildings) was that there was nothing on any of the sites which would limit the expansion 
and/or renovation of the schools. Insofar as Woodward was concerned, it would involve 
building a new system. As far as Finn was concerned, there seems to be some question 
but this will be dealt with tomorrow evening. The impression was that the Finn system, 
as proposed, would adequately serve the building — not only at it has been approved but 
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also for the essential addition of seven classrooms. The Neary/Trottier situation is more 
complex because of the fact that the Trottier system is at full capacity. Variances were 
granted by the Board of Health and expansion of that system would probably involve 
some sort of a treatment plant. A treatment plant could be constructed to service both of 
those campuses. The septic issue seems to be under control. The one fact they have no 
complete control over is the issue of a full-day Kindergarten. In all of their population 
projections based on half-day Kindergarten, it is their understanding that there will not be 
a full-day Kindergarten Program. Next year there will be one in Northborough. One can 
assume there will be a request for a similar program in Southborough. 


The busing issue was explored. If we were to go to a four-school system, how would that 
affect the busing schedules. There is some flexibility as far as that is concerned. It was 
pointed out to the committee that the buses in Southborough are much less full and make 
far more frequent stops than in other communities. There could be some means of 
consolidation of students or lessing the number of stops if we go to a four-school system. 


At this point the committee feels stuck as they are getting to the point which is beyond 
the scope of the charge of the committee. They are a planning committee and not a 
policy committee. Whatever proposal they put forth to the Town, they would put in forth 
in the alternative. The issues are whether or not to stay with the three-school system 
(which was implemented several years ago with a great deal of support of the Town) or 
go to a four-school system. If the Town goes to a four-school system, how is this 
implemented? Some of the issues re a 4-school system that were considered are: 3 K-5 
schools, that is, Woodward, Neary and Finn would be community schools, each housing 
grades K-5. There would be one 6, 7 and 8 grade schools. Other issues considered: 
having 4 schools with K-1 at Woodward, 2-3 at Finn, 4 and 5 at Neary and 6,7, 8 at 
Trottier. Again, the committee did not feel comfortable making that decision. Mr. 
Davidson asked the K-8 School Committee at their last meeting and made a similar but 
more lengthy presentation. He indicated to them in very strong terms that he needed 
some guidance from the committee and the school system. He did not get very much 
guidance from that meeting. They promised that the administration would provide Mr. 
Davidson with their knowledge and expertise with respect to the issues that were raised — 
whether to retain 3-grade schools or go to community schools or some other type of 
program. He has not received this information at this point in time. He hopes to receive 
this information at tomorrow’s meeting so it can be discussed with Mr. Vogel et al. 
Seventeen percent of K-8 students are special needs. He has concerns re space for 
physical, speech and occupational therapy. The committee initial goal was to request a 
special town meeting sometime in the winter or early spring for a seven classrooms for 
Finn. The committee will vote on that at tomorrow’s meeting. 


8:00 p.m. Representative Barbara Gardner gave them an update on highlights of last 
year’s budget. These budget results were very positive. 


8:30 p.m. Meeting with Kevin Kline of Public Safety Consultants. Discussed staffing of 
police and fire departments. They would like to know what communities to compare to 
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Southborough. They need to prioritize what is important to the Town. They also want to 
know what the Selectmen are looking for out of the project. Chairman Christensen said 
this all came about due to staffing problems in the Fire Department a year ago. The Fire 
Chief approached the Selectmen with a long term plan to dramatically increase his staff 
which he felt was needed. In the past the Fire Department has relied heavily on volunteer 
and call firefighters. Those personnel are not available and are decreasing in numbers. 
The details of what he needs for staff should come from the Fire Chief. The Town is 
moving toward more full time staff on the Fire Department. Because of the significant 
increases in the cost, that is the main reason why the Board wanted to see if there are 
some things that can be done to help deliver public safety more efficiently. There is no 
intent to cut the level of service. Martin Healey (Chairman of the Advisory Committee) 
is on the Public Safety Study Committee can provide a lot of rationale behind the 
Advisory Committee. They are more concerned with the strictly financial side. The 
Town has had good Police and Fire coverage which the Town wants to continue which 
has also been very community friendly. Mr. Christensen gave a list of what he considers 
comparable towns: Hopkinton, Westborough, Northborough and Wayland. 


8:50 p.m. Police Chief William J. Colleary re FY 2001 budget and Warrant Article. 


9:45 p.m. Fire Chief Peter F. Phaneuf re FY 2001 budget and Warrant Articles.

Requests are as follows: (1) Reconsider request to transfer Restaurant/All Alcoholic 
License from Amazonas Restaurant Corp., Inc. d/b/a Ipanema Restaurant and Lounge, 
John Shepard, Manager to Amazonas Restaurant Corp., Inc. d/b/a Ipanema Restaurant 
and Lounge, Carlos A. Silva, Manager. (Certificate of Good Standing from the 
Department of Revenue is now on file.); and (2) Reconsider Board to reconsider Friday 
hours. Present for Ipanema: Attorney O’Brien. Present for Town: Police Chief William 
Colleary. Mr. Silva had to go out of town and could not attend this meeting. 


Board read into the record two letters: (1) from Doreen and Brent Ferguson, 81 
Southville Road, dated 2/1/00 expressing their concerns as to how the management runs 
their restaurant, especially the loud noise problem that is still there. They feel that the 
hours should not be extended. (2) from Jill Anderson and David Malechi, 3 Cottage 
Street, opposed strongly any extension of the hours. Leslie Kendall (5 Cottage Street) 
said it is a nightclub. Robert Costello (275 Cordaville Road) expressed his concerns and 
would like to be notified regarding any future meetings when Mr. Silva will be present. 


Chief Colleary stated that he had received six complaints regarding excessive noise in the 
month of December 1999. The Chief said that on Sunday night at 11:32 p.m. there were 
124 cars parked around the establishment. There were about 162 people in there. It 
slowed down @ 12.25 p.m. down to 96 cars. Nothing has changed at this restaurant. 
Nothing seems to be done to slow this down. 


Firefighter Kendall was present. He said that the Fire Department had spoken to the 
Manager regarding overcrowding. The average number of complaints was that there 
were in excess of 200 patrons within the building. The capacity is 162 which also 
includes employees. Most of the crowd is in the bar. Very few are in the dining room 
until the Fire Department shows up. On Mother’s Day last year there was a small fire in 
the duct work of the building. The Fire Department was called and the fire was not out 
and it extended up into the roof area. Upon arriving at the restaurant smoke was showing 
from the roof and coming out the doors. All the doors were open. There were about 60 
patrons sitting down eating meals. They didn’t evacuate the building. They have a 
substandard fire alarm system within the building. It is the management’s duty to 
evacuate the building and they did not do that. The fire was in the hood system in the 
kitchen which is never cleaned properly. As of two weeks ago Mr. Silva had not yet 
called Captain Mauro to have him come down and approve any renovations to that 
system. Mr. Silva has not corrected the hood system as of this date as far as the Fire 
Dept. is concerned The Selectmen asked if there are fire violations in a building can’t the 
Building Inspector as the Zoning Enforcement Officer and/or Fire Department close the 
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operation. Firefighter Kendall said that the Fire Department has no authority to close it. 
FF Kendall said this restaurant has a history of noncompliance. 


Attorney O’Brien suggested that the Board table the extension of hours and just approve 
the transfer. 


Board VOTED unanimously to table both items and have Town Counsel investigate to 
the fullest extent what the Town’s rights are to cut back on the hours of use and eliminate 
one or both licenses (Restaurant/all alcoholic liquor license and/or Sunday Entertainment 
License).

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SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:05 p.m. to 7:12 p.m. Meeting re Administrative Support Budget with Building 
Inspector Peter Johnson and Town Planner Wayne Thies. Mr. Johnson’s Memo re 
Department Staffing was presented to the Selectmen. He and Mr. Thies stated that they 
had a staffing problem. Hillary Brigandi works mainly for the Planning Board and is 
overloaded with work. Important tasks are not being completed. The workload has 
increased tremendously. The department could justify another full time person in the 
secretarial staff. They could get along with a part time person. Kathy O’Brien’s 
(working at home presently) hours will be cut back from 30 hours to 25. The new person 
will work for the Building Department and absorb the Zoning Board of Appeals work 
thereby freeing up Maureen Colleary to work just for the Selectmen’s department. The 
ZBA work should come under the Building Inspector. Currently there is no backup 
person in the Building/Planning Department to cover sick time, vacation, etc. The half- 
time person would relieve some of the pressure. Wayne and Peter asked for the 
Selectmen’s support in this matter. Chairman Christensen and Selectman Coombs stated 
they were in favor of this request. Selectman Parry was not present at this meeting. 


7:15 p.m. Town Administrator Conlin discussed the legal budget. There is $50,000 in 
the proposed FY 2001 budget. There will be Fire and Police Union negotiations in the 
fall and Special Counsel assistance will be needed at that time. Should the legal budget be 
increased or should there be a Warrant Article for Special Counsel fees. Selectmen felt 
that a separate Special Counsel Article is the best way to go. There are more issues 
coming up regarding schools, airport, etc. The Selectmen suggested $25,000 for Special 
Counsel Article and $50,000 for Regular Counsel. 


7:16 p.m. to 7:29 p.m. Meeting with Michael Downey, Director of Finance & 
Operations, The New England Center For Children, re request for the Center to hook into 
the proposed NECC sewer line on New York Avenue, Framingham. This would be 
exclusively for the Center. Mr. Downey stated that MWRA has agreed to consider this 
issue. 


Board VOTED unanimously that the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Southborough 
support the proposal by the New England Center For Children contingent upon the 
MWRA notifying the Board of Selectmen in writing that it will not result in the town’s 
incurring any obligation with regard to the sewer district fees or the like. The Board will 
request that special counsel review any contracts or legislation before they are finalized to 
accomplish the tie-in for the NECC sewer line to the MWRA sewer. 


7:45 p.m. Board discussed dollar amounts re ATM 4/10/00. 
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7:50 p.m. Board would like the hiring process to be updated. Before a police officer is 
hired, the Selectmen should have a copy of his personnel jacket and employment 
application. No person with a criminal record should be hired by the Police Department. 
Board VOTED unanimously to ask Attorney D. Moschos to advise the Selectmen re a 
Job Application Form and hiring procedures. 


8:00 p.m. Board discussed April 1 Special Town Meeting warrant articles. Ms. 
Conlin presented a spreadsheet to the Selectmen with all the numbers. Four more capital 
articles were received from Algonquin. Unfortunately the numbers are not lowering — 
they seem to be increasing. With the estimates at this time there is a small problem. 
There is a deficit of around $1 million 7. That is with $500,000 in new growth, which 
may be a conservative estimate, and that is with putting $300,000 in Stabilization again 
this year. Some of the numbers shown on the spreadsheet are not hard numbers at this 
time. Southborough School budget shows that it is up 16% and Ms. Conlin was assured 
that it is not going to stay that way. Algonquin shows 10% increase which is an estimate. 
They don’t know enrollment at this point and that can be a factor. DPW increase is 
mostly Water as the water usage is up so high — underground sprinklers, etc. This does 
not affect the levy. Police Dept. is up 11%. Fire Dept. is up 15%. Insurance is another 
item that is up 27%. Harvard HMO is predicted to go up 20%, Fallon 15% which causes 
the increase of about $300,000 in insurance. Re: Flatley property purchase — this Warrant 
Article will be in a Special Town Meeting within the Annual Town Meeting. Re: Legal 
Budget. Ms. Conlin believes that $50,000 isn’t enough. Selectmen said that instead of 
increasing the general legal budget, there should be a separate Warrant Article for Special 
Counsels in the amount of $25,000. Town meeting should be made aware that the 
requirements of legal counsels are changing and very often the Selectmen need 
specialized expertise. Consulting engineering fees Warrant Article will be funded at 
$50,000. Twenty thousand dollars put in last year was inadequate. State Aid is level 
funded as the Governor is calling for tax cuts and he is unhappy because communities 
didn’t spend the money they received last year. However, the money wasn’t received 
until the Town had already appropriated its budget. No increase was put in re State Local 
Aid. Total revenue is $23,304,000. The problem is the Town departments are proposing 
to spend $25,041,000. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Selectman Coombs received a copy of a memo from the Division of Occupational Safety 
regarding the problems at the Transfer Station. It is assumed that the Town will be fined 
if this problem is not resolved. DPW Supt. Boland is going to put in a Warrant Article in 
the 4/10/00 ATM to correct this issue. The cost will be between $125,000 and $150,000 
for toilet and washing facilities required by the Division of Occupational Safety. 
There is no septic system in the area of the Transfer Station. 
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Special Town Meeting 4/1/00 - Regional School Agreement. Selectman Coombs 
discussed the Northborough/Southborough High School Study Report. This committee 
spent a great deal of time discussing whether to petition to withdraw from the region. If 
so, the town withdrawing would lose its financial interest in the land and the facilities at 
the current site. The Report goes on and on about this. This isn’t the first time that 
discussion has arisen — always by the Northborough Committee as well as the Regional 
School Committee. Selectman Coombs said that to his knowledge, there isn’t any plan 
that has been quoted by anyone in the Town of Southborough about leaving the region. 
He wondered if it was hopeful optimism on the part of the people in Northborough 
hoping to get a high school for free. The obligation of the Southborough Selectmen is for 
the taxpayers of Southborough. In the Regional Agreement there are three entities: The 
Town of Northborough (the Selectmen representing the Northborough), the Regional 
School District (representing both towns) and the Town of Southborough (the Selectmen 
representing Southborough). Selectmen would like to have legal counsel! look at the 
Memorandum from Ropes & Gray to find out if it is accurate and what the implications 
are for the Town of Southborough. Selectmen suggested that the Ropes & Gray opinion is 
based on a dissolution theory rather than the 40 year old Northborough-Southborough 
regional pact. Chairman Parry read a draft of Proposed Contract for Legal Services. 
Board VOTED unanimously to retain Attorney Lauren Rikleen of Bowditch & Dewey to 
study the Regional Agreement for an amount not to exceed $2,500. 


The Southborough High School Study Committee is recommending the construction of a 
second regional school in Southborough. Another plan calls for one large high school in 
Southborough and another plan has both towns building whatever kind of high school 
they want and leasing it to the region. No one knows what the voters will go for at the 
4/1/00 Special Town Meeting. It will be the most heavily attended Town meeting. No 
Articles will be placed in the Town Meeting Warrant to acquire real property unless the 
Town has received a copy of the purchase and sale agreement. Any elected or 
appointment committee can place an Article in the Warrant. Citizens can petition to put 
an Article in the Warrant but need the required signatures (100 signatures are needed for a 
Special Town Meeting) or they can ask some committee to sponsor the Article. 


Selectman Parry suggested inviting the Northborough Selectmen to a joint meeting about 
high school options. Suggested dates will be March 1, 2 or 9. 


8:18 p.m. to 8:32 p.m. Board met with John Butler, Chairman of the Southborough High 
School Study Committee. He commented on the legal subject and is not sure the Town 
has a high powered legal problem. Ropes & Gray’s 11/17/98 letter is regarding 
“Withdrawal of Town from Regional School District” was addressed to Supt. of Schools 
in answer to request for what steps must be followed in order for a member town to 
withdraw from the District. To some degree the Ropes & Gray letter might be taken as 
an expression of a point of view that if a particular town is bound and determined to leave 
a region its bargaining position is a fact not a legal fact. It is a fact of a bargaining 
situation. The assertion in the Northborough report that the Regional Agreement itself 
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rejects this, there is no basis. He is not sure how to quash this thing right now. There is 
nothing in the document that suggests that. 


Mr. Butler said in preparing the High School Study Report the committee was extremely 
careful about procedures. The committee conducted 18 interviews with various 
Massachusetts school principals. They made sure that the school Principals had an 
opportunity to express themselves to be sure that they were getting their words right. 
Transcriptions were made and were faxed back to the Principals to be updated or to make 
any corrections. They were corrected and sent back to the Principals for final approval. 
Only when they were approved were they published. Unfortunately the veracity of those 
documents were questioned both in the public hearing and in the newspaper. This caused 
Mr. Butler to go back to Joe Kacevich (Chairman of the Recreation Facilities Committee) 
and asked him to go back to the Principals to see if it could be elicited from them any of 
the reservations which were alleged. Five letters from the Principals were directly issued 
from them. The Principals were very indignant about the allegations. The newspaper felt 
that since they were not from members of the community they did not want to publish 
them. Mr. Butler read letters from a few of them since he felt it important for the Board 
to understand that in the High School Study Report given them, the Committee did 
everything it could to be as careful with the facts as possible. Four letters were read by 
Mr. Butler. The Principals’ views were valid and it was not fair to question them. Joe 
Kacevich said he spoke to 13 Principals (13 out of 17 Principals) and they stated to Joe 
that none of them had ever heard of Ms. Wittcoff and had never spoken to her. A final 
draft of the Warrant Article will be ready this week.

Selectman Parry asked Mr. George if Northborough would come to Southborough’s 
Town Meeting. Mr. George said he thought it would be possible and is willing to do that 
but did not want to usurp the responsibility of the School Committee. Selectman Parry 
said that the two warrants of each town contain different articles. Representatives of 
Southborough should go to the Northborough town meeting also. 


Southborough has an amendment to the Algonquin Agreement in the April 1 Special 
Town Meeting Warrant to establish two separate high schools in the Regional District. 
This is not on the Northborough’s Special Town Meeting Warrant. It does take both 
towns to vote favorably on any proposed amendments to the original agreement. The 
question was raised as to whether the Regional School Committee is required to vote 
favorably on any amendments. Mr. George said that he would ask Northborough’s Town 
Counsel if the Regional School Committee is required to vote on the amendments to the 
agreement. 


The method to assess each town for capital costs should be changed and Southborough 
hopes to have a new amendment by the Special Town Meeting. Data is needed to justify 
the formula for capital cost assessment for each town. Selectman Parry stated that 
Southborough has paid 40% from day one and has never had a fair formula. He believed 
that Southborough hasn’t had its share of the use of the building. Northborough 
Chairman Mr. George said that no one has been denied the use of the building if they 
requested to use the building. Northborough said that they only get 50% of the vote but 
pay 2/3 of the cost. The Town of Northborough has also provided plowing, fire and 
police protection. 


Mr. Joseph Vrabel of Bowditch & Dewey spoke re his March 7 letter regarding the 
withdrawal of either town from the Northborough-Southborough Regional School 
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District. Northborough Selectmen agreed with Bowdich & Dewey presentation. 
Northborough does not want to withdraw from the Agreement. Petition to voluntarily 
withdraw is different from dissolution. Attorney Vrabel said that it takes a vote of the 
Regional School Committee and both town meetings to agree to allow a town to 
withdraw from the regional district. No one town can withdraw without the consent, 
participation and approval of the other. Even though the agreement is silent on the assets 
of the district and how they would be distributed if the regional district is dissolved, it is 
reasonable that under Mass. Law governing partnerships, the assets would be distributed 
“pro-rata to each partner according to each partner’s respective ownership interest in the 
partnership.” The agreement clearly stated that the withdrawing town is responsible for 
the debt costs until the remaining debt is fully repaid. Mr. Vrabel also stated that 
although amendments to the agreement can be proposed either by the Regional School 
Committee or by either town, the agreement is amended only by a vote of both member 
towns. No vote of the regional school committee is required. 


The question is where do we go from here if nothing is passed in both towns. Whatever 
passes on one town’s warrant will have to be put on the other town’s warrant. 
Southborough will know the result of the Northborough’s March 15th Town Meeting 
before its Town Meeting on April 1. However the warrant is closed, and printed to be 
publicly posted on March 17. 


Northborough Selectmen asked the question: what is the role of the Selectmen and the 
Regional School Committee? Southborough said that the Regional School Committee’s 
responsibility is the operation of the schools. Selectman Parry suggested that State of the 
Art Classrooms and Modular Classrooms should be looked into if these warrant articles 
fail. Northborough Selectmen stated that there is no interest in two separate schools or 
disbanding the Agreement in Northborough. Selectman Coombs suggested that the two 
boards should meet on a regular basis. Mr. George stated that he and Selectman 
Christensen have had numerous conversations. Southborough’s Chairman of the 
Advisory Committee Martin Healey said he called various regional school districts. The 
amendments to the regional agreement are not issues for the School Committees. The 
Boards of Selectmen, Financial Boards, et al should be involved. Other towns within 
regional districts had meetings to work out the differences before hand so that the Towns 
in the district were in agreement before the Town Meetings were held. Mr. Healey feels 
that this is the way to proceed. 


Robert Depietri, Chairman of School Building Planning Committee, asked to give a 
presentation regarding the cost of building a new high school. Mr. George said that this 
was supposed to be an informal informational meeting and said he did not think it proper 
to insert a presentation debating the cost of building a high school at this meeting. Mr. 
Depietri was not allowed to go forward with his presentation. 


A question was asked regarding the Regional Schoo] Committee incurring debt for the 
design fees for the high school. In response, Southborough Town Administrator Janice 
Conlin read State Department of Revenue opinion dated March 8, 2000. This opinion 
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states that the Town Meeting either disapproves or approves incurring the proposed debt. 
If the Board of Selectmen places a question on the ballot to exclude the debt from 
Proposition 2 '% and it fails, the Regional School Committee has the authority to proceed 
to incur the debt within the tax cap. This would force the Towns to spend funds on this 
capital expense that might be needed within the tax cap for operating cost. Southborough 
Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously to send a letter to Beth Wittcoff, Chairman of 
the Algonquin Regional School Committee requesting that the Regional School 
committee consider amending its vote to authorize the borrowings for the purchase of the 
Metlife Property and the design services for the proposed new high school to be 
contingent upon favorable Proposition 2 % debt exclusion vote at the April 15" special 
election. The Selectmen previously assumed that if the warrant articles were contingent 
on exclusion and the ballot questions failed on April 15, 2000, the Regional Committee 
would not have the authority to borrow the funds. This is not the case according to 
opinion dated March 8 from the Mass. Dept. of Revenue, Property Tax Bureau.

Mr. Kacevich explained that the Board had asked 
his committee to respond to a letter from Dan Bradley dated December 16, 1999 
regarding Mr. Bradley’s suggestion of developing “a regional recreation facility on the 
site of the expanded Algonquin campus with the acquisition of the MetLife property. Mr. 
Kacevich read letter drafted by Mike Sheridan to the Board of Selectmen (dated March 1, 
2000) in response to Mr. Bradley’s letter. Mr. Sheridan’s letter was read in its entirety. 
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Chairman Christensen suggested that the Recreation Facilities take a formal vote on this 
letter. Mr. Kacevich stated that they would do that at their meeting tonight. Vote to be 
forwarded to the Selectmen. In 1996 when the committee identified and evaluated 17 
parcels of land in town that they deemed most suitable for possible recreation purposes, 
they did not include St. Mark’s Golf Course. If St. Mark’s were to sell the golf course, it 
would be under Chapter 61A and the Town would have the right of first refusal. The 
Town Planner and Conservation Commission were involved with the Recreation 
Facilities Committee and the requirements were a minimum of 5 acres. Basically they 
were looking for sites for a couple of ball fields. That was the priority at that time. St. 
Mark’s Golf Course was not considered as (1) it is already serving a recreational purpose 
(2) it is a Southborough landmark which is a beautiful open space in the middle of town. 
No one has ever suggested using St. Mark’s Golf Course for purchasing it with the idea 
of turning it over to athletic fields. Chairman Christensen said talking about eminent 
domain re St. Mark’s Golf Course is ridiculous. Selectmen Christensen and Parry stated 
they are not in favor of a regional recreation complex in Northborough. However, 
whatever facilities there are, as a supplement groups should be encouraged to use them if 
they need space. They should not hesitate to take advantage of the facilities. Mr. 
Kacevich said that no matter where a high school is built, the issue of recreation fields is 
not solved - the Town still needs more fields. Planning Board is a tremendous help with 
meeting the Master Plan. Recreation Facilities Committee’s majority priority is to get 
another playground facility in this town, preferably at the Mary Finn School. Sites being 
looked at for that purpose are: Water Tower site on Atwood Road and the open parcel 
adjacent to the Cultural Arts Center. Recreation Facilities Committee supports the 
Town’s acquisition of the Flatley property. 


7:10 p.m. to 7:15 p.m. Jennifer Juliano, Chairman of the Public Safety Study Committee, 
said the committee will be meeting with the consultant this Thursday to discuss his 
Interim Report to the Committee. The final report will be on the 20". They want to read 
it at a town meeting. The Chairman suggested it should be read at the Annual Town 
Meeting because the ATM created the committee. There is a standard warrant article

They will 
upgrade via fiber optic cable. The power outages don’t affect as many people. 


Resident complained about the Golf channel being a waste of a channel and there are too many 
sales channels. Some contents on some channels are not suitable for some people. Some of the 
religious channels try to sell holy water (which he thinks is a con trick). Mr. Goldstein stated 
that the company is required by federal law to carry several stations, including Channel 14, 
which is broadcast out of Worcester.

7:01 p.m. Roger Canestrari of Massachusetts Electric requested permission to excavate 
the public highways and to run and maintain underground electric conduits, together with 
such sustaining and protecting fixtures as said company may deem necessary, in 
Wentworth Drive to serve a new home. The run will also increase the reliability to all the 
existing residences on Wentworth Drive. Presently, the existing transformer is at 100% 
capacity and brown-outs are inevitable with any increased load. Many of the abutters to 
this project attended the hearing. The abutters did not want the road excavated. They 
suggested that the electrical line should be located in the existing path that connects the 
two subdivisions. Attorney William Pezzoni, who is building the new home, stated that 
he and Mass. Electric met with John Boland, DPW Superintendent, and Don Buzzell, 
Asst. DPW Superintendent, to discuss the installation. The DPW’s position is that the 
electric line cannot be located in the path because a water line is there now and there is 
not enough room to safely locate the electric line. Atty. Pezzoni also stated that the 
electric line in Wentworth would have to be upgraded in the future so that the 
neighborhood eventually will have to face excavation. He also had photographs of the 
driveways affected by the excavation and they are in poor condition. He would be 
repairing them in the process. 


The neighbors also reported that the path was eroded and not in good condition and a 
stonewall built by the developer was also falling down. Mr. Pezzoni stated that both 
these items would be repaired. They also were concerned about the location of 
transformer. Mass. Electric and Mr. Pezzoni will meet with them the next day to work 
out the appropriate location. 


The Board VOTED to continue the hearing until Monday, May 15 at 6:00 p.m. so that the 
abutter can meet the next day with Mass. Electric and Atty. Bill Pezzoni. Also, DPW 
Superintendent John Boland and his Asst. Don Buzzell will be requested to attend to 
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testify on the feasibility of locating the electric line in the pathway at the continued 
hearing on Monday. 


7:45 p.m. Chairman Beth Wittcoff and Shirley Lundberg of the Regional School 
Committee came before the Board of Selectmen to explain their letter of April 27, 2000 
regarding notification to the Towns of Northborough and Southborough that the Regional 
School Committee voted to borrow funds to design a new Regional High School. This 
process is being repeated for the second time because the vote for the borrowing at the 
special election failed in Northborough. After this occurred, the Regional Committee had 
two options to pursue. One option under Chapter 71 Section 16(n) calls for the district to 
act an overall entity with no town meeting action and go directly to the electorate. The 
election would be sponsored by the district and would be the total popular vote of both 
communities. The other option under Chapter 71, Section 16 (d) would be to incur the 
debt and notify the Boards of Selectmen in each Town as was done in February and seek 
approval separately in each Town. The Regional Committee felt that the first option was 
not politically correct because of the adding together the votes of the two towns. One 
community could cause the vote to pass even though it failed in the other community. 


The Board of Selectmen instructed the Town Administrator to seek a legal opinion from 
Town Counsel regarding whether the votes taken at the April 1“ Special Town Meeting 
and the April 15" Special election are sufficient or is the Board of Selectmen required to 
call another special town meeting and election to satisfy Chapter 71 (d).

[. Overview 


A. Committee Charter 

1. The Committee continues to play a critical role in the formulation and 
implementation of a long-range plan for recreation facilities for the Town of 
Southborough. 

2 In formulating the plan, the Committee has faced many major challenges: a 
Steady increase in the Town’s K-8 population; the loss of open space deemed 
appropriate for recreation purposes; increasing number of sports/recreation 
programs; and, sensitivity to the taxpayer. In the face of these challenges, the 
Town's inventory of recreation facilities has increased greatly, but many 
challenges and demands remain, many of which may only be met by the 
acquisition of additional parcels of land and/or the development of additional 
town-based facilities. 


a. 


Examples: Recently updated K-8 demographic studies reveal an increase 
of 257 children above the previous peak. The K-8 population is now 
expected to peak at 1,917 children in the academic year 2008-2009. 


. Recently, the Recreation Commission completed the sign-up for the very 


popular Summer Playground Program. Despite increasing the duration of 
the Pre-School Program at Fay Field from three weeks to six weeks, there 
is a waiting list for all but one week, including one week where the waiting 
list numbers 57 children. 


. None of the Little League teams are able to host practices once the 


season begins. In other words, they are operating a “games only” format. 
For the Soccer Program, our projections remain accurate. For instance, 
this Spring's 674 soccer participants is the exact number that we projected 
in our Report to the Board in March, 1999 titled “Outdoor Recreation 
Facilities Projections”. However, as noted in the Report, careful 
observations of the wear patterns of various fields in Town have caused 
us to adjust the team-to-field ratio, resulting in an adjustment to the 
number of projected athletic field. Committee member Michael Sheridan 
is preparing a spreadsheet, which will illustrate the field inventory that the 
town will need in the future, based on these adjustments. 
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e. As predicted in our 1999 Report, the Northborough-Southborough Youth 
Lacrosse Program began play this Spring, numbering 3 teams of 70 
participants. * 

f. The Northborough-Southborough Pop Warner Football Program will begin 
its fourth year of operation this Fall, with 150 participants already 
registered. This is an increase of 90 players from its first year of 
operation. 

g. Numerous residents have approached Committee members regarding 
another Park/playground complex, as well as additional hiking and bike 
trails. These requests have been reported to the Board previously. 


II. Project Updates: The Present 


A. Neary School 
1. Pavilion construction is under way. Students from Assabet Valley Regional 

Vocational School are constructing the facility: Cost savings: $10,000 to 

$15,000. The structure should be completed in approximately two weeks. 

Softball backstop has been designed. Will go out to bid soon. 

Babe Ruth backstops and dugouts are in place. 

Irrigation system installation will be completed this week. Made possible by 

generous contributions from SYSA and SYBA totaling $26,000. 

S. Local developer Bill Depietri has agreed to completely refurbish the soccer 
field directly in front of the Neary School, including grading, drainage system, 
loam/sand blend, athletic seed mix. Cost: $40,000.Field will be on-line by 
Fall, 2001. 

6. Parkerville Road Landfill: work to be completed this Spring. Expect fields to 
be ready in Fall, 2001.

B. Finn School 

1. The Committee has worked very closely with the School Building Committee 
regarding the design of all indoor and outdoor recreation facilities. Example: 
The Finn Gymnasium includes 15 design improvements over the Trottier 
Gymnasium, which is already considered one of the nicest facilities in Central 
Massachusetts. 

2. Relocation of tennis courts resulted in cost savings of $40,000 ( test borings 
revealed an abundance of peat in the previous locale). 

3. Installation of removable outfield fences will result in better flexibility in laying 
out fields.

3. The handicapped accessible water fountain, funded by a previous Warrant 
Article, will be installed this Spring. 

. Repair of right field of the softball field will be completed this Spring. 

. Anew set of bleachers has been ordered. 

The Committee remains concerned of any use of Choate Field for any use 

other than active recreation. Choate Field serves the Town extremely well for 

a variety of recreation programs.

1. Irrigation system installation, funded by previous Warrant Article, will be 
completed this week. 


. General 


1. Signage, describing proper use of the Town's outdoor facilities, has been 
installed at Choate Field, the Trottier School and Neary School ballfields and 
Mooney Field. 

2. The Committee continues to manage the bids process, and, in most cases, 
the design process, for all of these various projects, saving the Town a 
considerable amount of money. 

3. At least two neighboring towns, Northborough and Westborough, have 
requested our 1996 Report to the Board of Selectmen. 


The Future: Where do we need to go? 


. The Committee has worked with and received much cooperation from many 


Boards and Committees, most notably the Planning Board and the Town 
Planner; the Town Administrator; Conservation Commission, Advisory, 
Selectmen, the School Building Committee, Recreation Commission, and the 
heads of various sports user groups. 


. Despite the successes described above, the Committee still feels that the Town's 


outdoor recreation facility needs may not be met entirely, unless a parcel, or 

parcels, of land is acquired. Reason: the Town's rapid growth and diminishing 

open space. Example: of the 17 parcels identified in 1996 as most suitable for 

recreation, 7 are no longer available and one, the Town Orchard, would require 

an act of the State Legislature for it to be used for active recreation, which the 

Committee does not advocate. 

1. The same K-8 population increase that has resulted in the addition of 7 
classrooms has caused us to adjust our projections. 

2. The Town still depends on the use of 7 fields on private property (3 at Bell 
Atlantic, 3 at Fay School, and 1 at St. Mark’s), to meet its field inventory 
requirements. 
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3. The Committee continues to place the following facilities in the highest 
priority: playground/park complex in the south end of town; contiguous 
walking and biking trails. % 

4. There is a growing demand for adult recreation, as well, as evidenced by the 
creation of the Adult Soccer Program, and the addition of one team to the 
Men's Softball Program. 

5. The Committee tries to keep the needs of our seniors and handicapped 
individuals in mind with every facility that we plan or implement. Examples: 
the walking path at Fay Field and the handicapped parking spaces and water 
fountain that will soon be added to the lower parking lot of the Woodward 
School, and Choate Field, respectively. 

6. A feasibility study for the Fayville Hall was approved at the recent Town 
Meeting. The focus of the study underscores the increasing need for facilities 
for seniors, adults, teenagers and children for active and passive recreation. 
Depending on the results of that study and/or the future projected use of 
facilities such as the Woodward School, the Town’s long-term recreational 
needs may well include the creation of a Senior Center, presumably in a 
location that facilitates the use of both indoor and outdoor recreational 
facilities. | 

7. The maintenance of the Town’s recreation facilities has greatly improved. 
There is universal praise for the work of Joe Berte, the recreation 
maintenance person, as well as for Robinson’s Landscape Company, the 
contractor for the Town’s grounds and ballfields. 

8. The “Recreation Facilities Fund” has been utilized to offset costs for the 
irrigation systems and new bleachers. This Fund will prove to be invaluable in 
helping the Town to meet its future recreation facility needs, albeit in a fiscally 
responsible manner.

This was hearing was postponed so that the 
representatives of DPW could meet on the site to define where exactly the transformer 
would be placed, etc. 


Representatives from Mass. Electric were present. Kathy Horlick (of Mass. Electric) also 
met on the site. Last Friday a meeting was set up with DPW Supt. John Boland and 
Assistant DPW Supt. Don Buzzell to look at the water lines and its impact on this and the 
loop through to Darlene Drive. It was determined at that meeting that Mr. Buzzell did 
not want the electric and the water lines together. Since then Mass. Electric also spoke to 
the Electrical Inspector and he also doesn’t want these lines together. They want the 
transformer moved a little bit as well. The line will run under the driveway. It still is on 
town property. They are proposing to move the transformer back towards the trees. There 
is a break in the stone wall for the pad to come through. They will rebuild the stone wall 
in that area. There will be the stone wall, the transformer and the trees will be behind it. 
They have to stay on town property. They will plant shrubs and make a better grade. 
There will now be five houses off this new transformer as opposed to the eleven that were 
off the one. The conditions are: to fix the driveways, fixing the lawn to the current 
condition (seeding, etc.), replacement of the transformer (moving it). An Inspector will 
be on site to see that all specifications are met before it is backfilled, restoration of the 
stone wall and walkway. 


A Memo will go to Building Inspector Peter Johnson and Town Planner re abutters 
complaining that the conditions in the 1/21/99 ZBA decision for 41 Darlene Drive were 
not enforced. They feel that the stone wall located behind lot 25 and along lot 29D and 
adjacent to lot 47A was not repaired to their satisfaction. The Selectmen request that they 
meet with the abutters to discuss the condition of the stone wall. 
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Selectmen VOTED unanimously to sign Order for Manhole and Duct Locations 
permitting the construction of underground electric conduits re Wentworth Drive as 
presented by Massachusetts Electric subject to the conditions which the proponant will do 
for the abutters and subject to a letter from the Board of Selectmen to the Building 
Inspector expressing the Board’s concerns listed above.

The town itself could become a customer of the corporation as 
well as the residents of the town. At present their services are: residential and full 
commercial long distance, calling cards, pagers, complete internet capability and wireless 
systems. Excel Online gives unlimited access. They would like the town and residents to 
try their service for 90 days. If they are not totally happy, they will return them to their 
original provider at their expense. They would like the Selectmen’s moral support. Ms. 
Jasinski said that 100% of all profits goes back to the town. Excel handles everything. 
They do all the paper work. There is no responsibility to the town. Excel will approach 
the households This is the only nonprofit corporation to be established to return funds to 
a community rather than keep the profits for the corporation. The Selectmen commended 
them for their civic mindedness. If the Selectmen have any questions they would come 
back.

Christensen, Town Administrator Janice C. Conlin and Marjorie R. Putnam (Assistant to 
Town Administrator). 


7:06 p.m. Selectmen personally thanked the builder of the handicap ramp installed at the 
Fayville Village Hall. The cost was donated by Developer William Depietri. 


7:07 p.m. Chairman of the Recreation Facilities Committee asked the Selectmen to 
reconsider their trash removal policy for Fay Memorial Field. Soiled diapers are being 
left on the site creating a health hazard. The trash is usually picked up by the contractor 
who mows the lawn. Joe Berte also is good about removing the trash through the 
summer. The original policy of no trash barrels was due to the concern that residential 
trash would be left there and the containers would be overflowing. Mr. Kacevich was 
concerned about taking the trash to the Transfer Station if it is closed Sunday through 
Tuesday. However, he was assured that Mr. Berte has a key and has access to the 
Transfer Station when it is closed. Mr. Andrew Mills, 6 Winter Street, Fayville 
(Telephone: (H) 303-8859 or 483-8850 (B) volunteered to alert the Selectmen’s office re 
any problem with trash not being picked up. Katherine Whitehouse (Recreation 
Commission) said she would see that Joe Berte emptied the barrels daily. Joe Kacevich 
would like barrels with locked tops. Board VOTED unanimously to allow the Recreation 
Commission to put trash receptacles at Fay Memorial Field on a temporary basis (until 
December 2000). As requested by Mr. Kacevich, the Board agreed to transfer and 
expend from the Recreation Improvement Fund $418.53 for bleachers and $1,500 for the 
purchase of two permanent trash receptacles (total appropriation: $1,918.53). Mr. 
Kacevich said that according to the Town Accountant there is a balance of $3,600 in the 
fund. 


7:25 p.m. Bill Pezzoni spoke in favor of the development of commercial properties. He 
suggested that the DPW, Public Safety Departments, Planning Board, ZBA, et al try to 
create a better tax base in town. The Town does not have sewers but Southborough is 
attractive to developers due to the single tax rate. Mary Ann Coles, Chairman of the 
Council on Aging, asked the Board to encourage developers re getting more senior 
housing. 


7:37 p.m. DPW Superintendent John Boland gave an update on the sidewalk issue on 
Central Street. He has advertised and bids will be opened on July 20. Hopefully, the 
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Selectmen can on June 25 award the contract and construction can begin this summer. 
He had plans for people to view. 


7:47 p.m. Town Administrator read a Status Report of Committee Actions dated 6/26/00 
from Paul Brefka, Chairman of Central Street Buildings Utilization Scoping Committee. 
The firm of Pierce Lamb Architects of West Newton, MA was selected to submit a 
proposal. ATM 4/10/00 appropriated $25,000 for a feasibility study which was voted at 
Town Meeting. A full report of all the actions of the committee is available at the Town 
House. Four approaches will be presented to the architect: 

1. Renovate Fayville Village Hall — identify spaces required by space program 

but excluded from present building footprint. 

2. Expand Fayville Village Hall — demolish existing house. 

3. Expand Fayville Village Hall and existing house. 

4. Construct new community center. Demolish all structures on site. 


The architect will begin the study starting in July. Volunteers are going to be needed for a 
building committee for this project. 


Someone asked if the Town could rent the house at 40 Central Street. The answer was 
that the septic system has failed. Therefore, the house cannot be rented. 


7:57 _p.m. The Board interviewed Lt. Joseph C. Mauro, 19 Lamplighter Drive, 
Shrewsbury, MA 01545, for the position of Fire Prevention/Public Education Officer. 
Fire Chief John D. Mauro, Jr. held this position before he was made Fire Chief. This 
position was posted in the Fire Department — Joe was the only one who applied. Fire 
Chief could not appoint him as it is a conflict of interest (he is his brother). He has been 
filling this position temporarily when his brother was appointed Fire Chief. Being his 
brother is separate from the business and he stated he has a good relationship with him. 
Board VOTED unanimously to appoint Joseph C. Mauro as Fire Prevention/Public 
Education Officer as of July 1, 2000. 


8:05 to 9:20 p.m. A joint meeting was held with the Northborough Board of Selectmen 
regarding the Algonquin Regional High School Agreement cost sharing formula for the 
proposed new high school. The purpose of this meeting was to find a solution to the 
impasse by the ten members of the Regional School District Agreement Working Group. 
Chairman Parry outlined the four proposals which were on the table: 

1. 64% and 36% 

2. 61% and 39% 

3. 63 %% and 37 4% (splits the difference between options | and 2) 

4. 3 year rolling average 


Present were: The Northborough Selectmen, Southborough Selectmen, members of the 
Working Group (David Coombs, Martin Healey, Richard Bellotti and Charles Millett 
from Southborough; Fred George, Elaine Kelly, Shirley Lundberg, Dawn Rand and 
Susan Sartori from Northborough), Beth Wittcoff (Regional Schoo! District Committee), 
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Southborough Liaisons Bonnie Phaneuf, Joseph Kacevich, John Boiardi. Many other 
interested people were in attendance. 


Preliminary design plans need to go to the State Board by January of next year. They 
require at least 8 weeks. The design fees need to be approved by October. 
Southborough’s town meeting approved the design fees in May. Northborough has to 
approve the design fees. Their Town meeting approved it but rejected it at the ballot. 
Again in May the Regional School Committee voted to incur the debt for the design fees. 
With the understanding that both Boards of Selectmen would establish a committee and 
come to agreement by July 17, the Regional School Committee reconsidered their vote. 


There was a consensus between the two Boards of Selectmen that only the Boards of 
Selectmen and the Regional School District Agreement Working Group and its liaisons 
would participate in the discussion. The debate would not be open to others in the 
audience, in the spirit of fairness to Northborough, and to come to a resolution on the 
most efficient way to proceed. 


Northborough Selectmen Fred George stated that he felt that the Working Group was 
making excellent progress regarding the capital costs and was surprised at the abrupt 
ending. He believed perhaps the Working Group did not work hard enough the first time 
around to come to an agreement. It was suggested that perhaps both groups should write 
a report and present it to the Regional School Committee for a decision. One member of 
the Regional School District Committee stated that he believed the three year rolling 
average is fair to both towns. Someone suggested perhaps a mediator could be brought in 
but the answer was that there is no time and is not practical. 


Chairman Parry canvassed the 10 members of the Working Group and asked them if they 
would be willing to continue:

The two Boards of Selectmen discussed the several options and both Northborough and 
Southborough Boards of Selectmen agreed that the issue should go back to the 10 
member Working Group. The Working Group is scheduled to meet on Wednesday, June 
28 at Trottier Middle School, Southborough. The 10-person Working Group will make a 
presentation to both boards at a televised meeting in Northborough on July 17. Re the 
interim report — a majority vote should rule — does not need to be unanimous. 


Town Administrator Janice Conlin stated that September 11 is the most agreeable date for 
a Special Town Meeting according to both Town Clerks. 
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Both Boards of Selectmen said they will support the recommendation of the Working 
Group.

Tuesday, July 18, 2000 


6:45 p.m. Convened in Thomas W. McAuliffe Hearing Room, second floor of the Town 
House. 


Present: Chairman David W. Parry, Selectman David A. Coombs, Selectman William J. 
Christensen, Town Administrator Janice C. Conlin and Marjorie R. Putnam (Assistant to 
Town Administrator). 


SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


6:50 p.m. Meeting with Warren and Lucia Prosperi (8 Main Street) on behalf of Susan 
Faccenda to discuss safety concerns regarding Ted’s of Fayville, Inc. d/b/a/ A RoadOne 
Company, 5 Park Street. Letter from Mrs. Faccenda (4 Latisquama Road) was read into 
the record. The Building Inspector had issued a Cease and Desist Order because in his 
opinion they have expanded their operation significantly beyond what was originally 
approved use. Ms. Faccenda asked the Selectmen to review this issue because of the 
town-wide impact of the RoadOne operation. This company changed from a locally 
owned towing company into RoadOne — a national trucking and storage company which 
she feels does not belong in Southborough Center. The trucks hurry through the 
intersection and often do not slow down to see if anyone is in the crosswalk. A big 
concern is when they block the intersection. It makes it a dangerous intersection. The 
former owner, Peter Aspesi, told the neighbors a year ago that it was time to move and 
they were looking for a new location because the current one was no longer appropriate. 
The Building Inspector decision was based on the laws of our town. Mrs. Faccenda 
asked that the Selectmen support Building Inspector’s decision. 


Mr. Prosperi said that sometimes the trailer trucks back down Park Street creating a 
safety hazard. 


Police Chief William Colleary and Fire Chief John Mauro, Jr. were present. They read 
into the record their letters. Chief Colleary said they block the Rt. 85/30 intersection so 
that cars have to back up allowing the large flatbed trucks and trucks towing tractor 
trailers to make the turn. They often block the crosswalks. Fire Chief Mauro said they 
back down Park Street due to the length of the trailer. Regarding block the Rt. 85/30 
intersection, he is concerned that traffic backup can delay emergency vehicle response. In 
his files on this company he noted that former Chief Phaneuf on February 2, 2000 
revoked a permit to store up to 3,000 gallons of diesel fuel in a tank truck. The permit 
was revoked because of a fuel spill of up to 127 gallons that was not reported in 
accordance with State regulations. Chief Mauro is concerned regarding the storage of 
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flammable and/or hazardous materials from vehicles, especially trucks, towed into the 
storage yards. 


The ZBA is scheduled to meet on July 19 regarding RoadOne appeal of the Building 
Inspector’s decision. The Selectmen feel that RoadOne Company has expanded way 
beyond the original use. The ZBA has to deal with this matter. The Building Inspector 
gave them well over a year to solve the problem and nothing has been done. The 
Selectmen want to go on record that this is an issue beyond this particular site and 
affecting the whole of downtown. Expansion and change of use is the issue. The 
Selectmen are concerned regarding public safety — that’s another issue. The Selectmen 
support the ruling by Building Inspector Peter Johnson. Board VOTED unanimously to 
send a letter to the ZBA indicating that the Selectmen support the Building Inspector on 
this matter. Selectmen’s safety concerns should be expressed to the ZBA. Attach to the 
Selectmen’s letter should be letters from the Police Chief, Fire Chief and Planning Board. 


7:25 p.m. to 7:52 p.m. Attorney Bill Pezzoni, representing Capital Group Properties, 
gave a presentation in order to gain the Selectmen’s support at the Zoning Board of 
Appeals Hearing on July 19. The two public hearings will act on petition to construct an 
office building exceeding 50,000 sq. ft. in a Business Highway District at 122 and 124 
Turnpike Road. Attorney Pezzoni stated that he will emphasize that they do not plan to 
propose an exit onto Break Neck Hill Road. 


Selectmen noted letter from Police Chief William Colleary supporting the developer’s 
request for either the 133,200 or 151,600 total sq. ft. proposals. He stated that the impact 
on police services and public safety would be minimal. 


Fire Chief John D. Mauro, Jr. in his letter said that the impact to the fire and ambulance 
service would be minimal once the two office buildings are constructed and occupied and 
supports the developer’s proposal. 


The Planning Board’s letter dated 7/18/00 stated that it feels that the construction of two 
office buildings totaling 132,000 sq. ft. is an over development of the site. Planning 
Board feels that the special permit for two buildings in excess of 50,000 sq. ft. should not 
be granted. However, Charles Gaffney (Chairman of Planning Board) stated that he 
heard new numbers tonight different from the Planning Board meeting on Monday. 


Chairman Parry and Selectman Christensen felt that it is a very modest proposal for 
Route 9 and Southborough needs a triple “A” office building such as being proposed. 
The Selectmen agree that there should not be an exit onto Break Neck Hill Road as 
commercial traffic should not be dumped onto a residential street. Tax revenue would 
help offset the bond for the new high school. Chairman Parry and Selectman Christensen 
VOTED to send a letter of support to the Zoning Board of Appeals re Special Permit for 
Capital Group Properties at 122 and 124 Turnpike Road. Selectman Coombs abstained 
from this vote. He indicated that he is neither opposed to nor support of this project but 
felt that the Selectmen should not become involved in specific site plan issues that are 
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subject to the process outlined in the bylaws as being in the purview of the elected 
Planning Board and the appointed ZBA.

SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:10 p.m. to 10:50 p.m. First meeting was concerning traffic and sidewalks. The 
following Agenda was discussed in detail: 


TRAFFIC AND SIDEWALK PLANS. 
The plans were derived from studies the Town and MBTA conducted over the previous three years under 
the leadership of several town committees and boards. Some items are already being implemented. Others 
are fully designed and ready for implementation. Still others are in preliminary stages of discussion and 
require more public participation and time to get resolution. 


1. SOUTH SCHOOL TRAFFIC SAFETY ZONE, AND SOUTHVILLE RD STUDY. 
(Broadly defined as between Rt. 9, Rt. 85, Southville and Parkerville) 

A. New stop signs, yield signs and cross walks. 

Handout: Listing of all affected intersections. Most south of Route 9. 

Status: Signs have been ordered. 

Schedule: Very soon. Implementation will begin this Fall. 


B. School Zone signs and lights. (Close to Finn School.)

C.1 Parkerville/Richards: 
Handout: design plan.(detailed)

just across town line in Westboro. 
Schedule: Some signs and crosswalks can be installed this Fall.

Status: Plans nearly finalized. 


Opportunity for public comment: Individuals may review detail plans at office of DPW. 


Introduction: 


Selectmen Chairman Parry stated that the focus of this meeting was for traffic calming in 
the Town. Several traffic plans were now under review and the purpose of this meeting 
was to give the public a progress update, and to move ahead with implementation where 
agreement can be reached. 


— “John Boland and SEA Concultanis: The Saati the following: 


Mr. Boland handed out “Proposed Stop Control” list of Stop Signs for “Minor Streets 
(Stopped Streets). List is attached. This is a result of Finn School Safety Zone study. 
There are a series of stop locations at various intersections around the Finn School. The 
list of stop locations was augmented by Article 7 of the Special Town Meeting of April 
1999 with several other additional locations along Southville Road, Woodland Road, 
Woodbury Road, etc. were added to the list. All the locations were looked at by the 
Town’s consultant — Mr. Levine from S E A Consultants who has made various 
recommendations. He recommended that stop locations be established at all of the 
locations on the list. In order to do that, it requires that the Board vote at this meeting to 
amend the Traffic Rules and Regulations of the Town to include these stop locations to 
make them legally enforceable. In addition, based on paving condition, site distance, 
various other factors in the field, paving markings were recommended to be included as 
well. The actual word “Stop” to be printed on the street is recommended at some 
locations. Some locations call for an additional cross walk. Some of those locations will 
be done in paint; some will be done in reflectorized pavement tape. This is a significant 
upgrade. This will be applied on some of the newer streets — Type I, the hot top roads, 
etc. Re stop sign on Bridge Street — a tree needs to be removed before the sign can be put 
on the right spot. Same with Harrington Street. John Rocci (12 Mt. Vickery Rd.) said 
that the stop sign at corner of Mt. Vickery and Break Neck Hill Road is seldom used. 
There are speeders on Break Neck Hill Road and Mt. Vickery Road (east and west). He 
would like the 20 m.p.h. speed limit painted on the road in several places on both Mt. 
Vickery Road east and west so that people can see it. Mr. Boland said he would make a 
note of this suggestion. S E A and John should look at what roads should have a painted 
speed limit painted on the surface of the road. Selectman Christensen suggested painting 
a stripe on the outside of some roads, such as instituted on Woodland Road, as it gives the 
perception of the road being narrow and tends to get people to slow down a little bit. 
This should be looked at by Mr. Boland as an alternative. Regarding Cordaville Road 
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extension near Fitzgerald’s Store, it was suggested that a stop sign should be|placed there 
instead of a yield sign to go onto Rt. 85. (This will be added to list of suggestions.) 


Vote: As recommended by DPW Supt. John Boland, the Board VOTED unanimously to 
amend the Traffic Rules & Regulations of the Town by including Stop Sign Locations as 
listed on “Proposed Stop Control, Southborough, Mass.” (see attached list). This will 
include the intersection of Cordaville Road and Rt. 85 to be upgraded from p Yield Sign 
to a Stop Sign. 


1. B. South School Signs and lights (close to Finn School). Finn Safety Zone was 
developed by a group of residents. Road Safety Committee and the Schpol Building 
Committee had input into it. The school safety zone is very similar to the safety zone 
at the north side for the Neary/Trottier Schools — similar signage, similar flashing 
signals that are now seen along Parkerville Road and Deerfoot Road. The large sign 
indicates entering of the school safety zone at either end — at Parkerville and at 
Southville Roads and again at Parkerville and Middle Road. There 
other signs in between: “School” painted on the ground and flashing $i 
been moved to the appropriate location. There still is additional 
painting, and the flashers inside the signals still need to be upgraded. 


will be held in abeyance. It will be done at a later time. All Stop Signs 
Some have been delivered and some are still pending. 


Action: It is anticipated that all of the school safety zone devices, with 
of the speed grooves, will be in place next month. 


lane is intended as a temporary sidewalk and to slow traffic by narrowing the roadway. 
On Parkerville north the pavement width was cut down to a minimum of 20 ft. and it left 
3 or 4 feet on the side that could be used as a restricted lane for pedestriang or bicycles. 
Parkerville Road south could be looked at but Mr. Boland does not belijeve there is 
enough pavement width to accommodate both sidewalk and a restricted lane} This could 
be looked at before the pavement upgrade is done. The Board felt that} whenever a 
resurfacing project is contemplated, the issue of sidewalks for pedestrian traffic should be 
considered. 
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1.C.1 Parkerville/Richards Road Intersection. Mr. Levine of S E A said over a year 
ago they were asked to do some design improvements at Richards and Parkerville (south 
side) and Deerfoot and Main (north side). The Richards/Parkerville Road intersection has 
a problem with the wide expansion making the crossing quite a long distance for the 
pedestrian. Mr. Levine explained the improvement he designed (Fig. No. 7 11/23/98). 
The upgrade included separation of traffic with a rumble strip island in the middle, stop 
sign, “stop” painted on pavement marking with reflectorized tape, various crosswalks. 
Mr. Boland stated that the work hadn’t progressed due to water issues in that 
neighborhood. This has been resolved. There are temporary painting on the streets 
showing what the configuration might look like. There will be a more permanent paint 
job in anticipation of the school’s opening. The buses will be run through the intersection 
to make sure all those movements are going to work, that there will be no conflict with 
school bus traffic. Kevin Moran asked about the handicap ramp on the north side of 
Richards Rd. Mr. Boland said the intent is to connect that sidewalk which will be 
bituminous with the handicap ramp — sidewalk will go under the Mass. Pike and catch the 
existing sidewalk that comes down from Hubley Lane. There will be a crosswalk from 
Wildwood and/or Southwood. A resident asked if another crossing can be moved to the 
end of Gilmore Road across Parkerville to the sidewalk. Mr. Boland said he will have to 
look at the exact location. There is no stop sign on Parkerville at Richards Rd. 
intersection. Chairman Parry suggested a 3-way stop sign be considered. John Boland 
said it will be looked at. Harold Kiess (Mt. Vickery Rd.) stated that drivers don’t stop for 
pedestrians in the crosswalks. Crosswalks should be more prominent than they are now 
so that they are visible when you are driving. The crosswalks should be wide with a 
bright colored stripe on them even though the warrant says they should be white. Other 
towns paint them bright yellow or blue. There should be a bigger sign at the crosswalk 
itself. This should be a rule for all crosswalks. Regarding the stopping for pedestrians for 
crosswalks, it is a state law that traffic must yield to a pedestrian who enters a crosswalk. 
Signing could say Massachusetts State Law — Motorists Must Yield to a Pedestrian who 
enters a Crosswalk. There is a fine. 


Action: John Boland is to review new crosswalks over south Parkerville Road, and the 
marking and signs for all sidewalks. 


1.C.2 Parkerville/Southville Intersection. S E A met with neighborhood residents of 
Southville Road and the area studied was approximately from Bridge Street to Valade 
Court up Parkerville Road past Highland Street. The result was shown in schematic 
diagrams. S E A collected accident reports from the Police Department and set up a 
speed study there. Police radar was not used but rather S E A hired a company to 
measure speed by putting road tubes down. Speed limits were examined in that area to 
see what motorists were doing. Recommendation was regarding signage and pavement 
marking. In addition there were recommendations pertaining to geometry there. Mr. 
Levine (SEA) explained the Southville Road Safety Study plan dated 6/17/99. 
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(a) Speed Limit Issue: Selectmen asked regarding the miles per hour on Southville 
Road. DPW Supt. Boland said it is posted for 35 m.p.h. Mr. Christensen asked if it 
could it be posted for “thickly settled” at 30 m.p.h. Does the town meetjthe warrants 
for thickly settled along Southville Road? Mr. Levine (SEA) said the ayerage speed 
on that road turned out to be 42 m.p.h. Mass. Highway won’t let the town lower the 
speed limit. They believe 35 m.p.h. is too low as it is. They would almgst approve a 
40 m.p.h. speed limit based on the data in the warrant. Mass. Highway/s attitude is 
that drivers drive according to conditions. There is an overgrowth that covers the 
speed limit sign and the sidewalks. It makes you step into the street. 

(b) Speed Signs: Police Chief Colleary said the Town needs more money 
larger speed signs. Speed signs should be closer together. 

(c) Stop Signs: Consider 3-way stop signs at some intersections to slow down traffic. 
Suggested were: putting a stop sign on Southville Road at Parkerville road or a 
traffic light and stop sign, strobe light next to stop sign. If the roadway is changed, 
the existing utility pole at the corner of Southville and Parkerville Roads will be 
moved. 

(d) Bridge Street Crosswalk. Regarding placement of the crosswalk at Bridge Street, 

shouldn’t it be on the other side of that bridge (east) as there is a crest. Mr.| Boland said 

he would see if it could be moved across the street and have two crosswalks.. 

(e) Truck Exclusion Issues. Car carriers make a lot of noise. The Police C ief said they 

are doing the speed limit. It just sounds like they are speeding due to the nojse. In order 

to get a truck exclusion, an alternate route has to be approved by the State. Chairman 

Parry asked if there was any way to resurrect the truck ban issue on Southyille Road to 

resolve this problem. Mr. Boland said he would look into it. 

(f) Avalon Bay Project. Another potential problem is the new 300 wnit housing 
development called Avalon Bay located in Westborough. It is feared that they will 
call on our south side Fire Department. Southborough Planning Board needs to decide 
what Avalon should be asked to pay for in Southborough.

(g) Fire Station Section. George A. Hubley, Jr. (210 Southville Road) had concerns re 
Southville Road near the Fire Station west of that intersection. Question: Is it 
possible in the Warrant to have a Special Zone (similar to a school zone) to have the 
speed limit slower as it is a public safety facility and ambulances and fir trucks need 
to get out onto that road. This would have to be checked with Mass. Highway. There 
is a means to push a button in the Fire Station on a stop light signal in order to get out 
onto the Southville Road. This should be looked into. The DPW plans on having 
granite curbs and bituminous sidewalks. Mr. Boland would like this the standard. 


1. C.3 Cordaville (85) Richards Intersection. | The Town made serioug attempts to 


have the MBTA be responsible for this intersection as part of the package of 


on Route 85/Richards. However it might meet the warrant for a traffic si 
time, e.g. after Avalon is built in Westborough. 
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DPW Boland said at this intersection there have been a couple of serious accidents just 
recently. People are speeding and running stop signs on Richards Road. The number of 
accidents are not as many as was originally thought. Additional signage have been 
ordered for that intersection. New stop signs will be bigger, warning signs approaching 
the intersection on the Richard Road leg, and there will be three intersections — signs on 
Rt. 85 and additional crosswalk signs close to the intersection. Those have been ordered 
and will be in place shortly. The place to start is with existing conditions survey. DPW 
has to find out what the intersection will look like, where the property lines are, where the 
wetlands are, and how much can be done with it. Mr. Boland said “we can go a long way 
at the intersection with some geometric reconfiguration of the intersection.” As that plan 
gets developed, a signal can be in the future incorporated into the plan. Money is needed 
for the survey. Money is also needed for the design. A rough estimate of the cost of 
$10,000 to $15,000 to do the entire area correctly. The Town would like a traffic signal 
at Richards Rd./Rt. 85. The problem is that there may not be enough traffic on Richards 
Road to qualify. It is believed that Capital Properties (Rosewood Development), which is 
building office space at 122/124 Turnpike Road, offered to improve this intersection and 
install a signal as traffic mitigation for its development. It was suggested that the 
Planning Board might consider requiring the developer to have total responsibility for 
this intersection — not only to pay for a traffic signal, but to conduct the necessary survey, 
engineering and traffic count studies, to obtain the necessary approvals of Mass. Highway 
and to pay for the improvements to this intersection. 


Action: Board VOTED unanimously to send a letter to the Planning Board regarding 
this issue stating that the Board agrees there should be a traffic signal at the Richards 
Road/Route 85 intersection. After Finn School opens, a traffic count should and will be 
taken. John Boland will also discuss this issue with the developer. To qualify under the 
State Warrant traffic counts have to be done on the main street and the side street. This is 
to prevent traffic lights from being put at minor locations. 


1. C.4 and C.5 New Signal at Cordaville/Transfer Station/Com. Gas/New Office 
Building. The business across Rt. 85 from the Transfer Station has agreed to move 
its driveway opposite the DPW driveway so that there will be a 4-way intersection 
there for a the traffic signal which will be installed. This has been approved by the 
State. State-of-the art traffic signal will be installed at the Transfer Station before the 
new office building on Cordaville Road (next to Transfer Station) opens in 2001. 
This is north of Mt. Vickery Road. The new office building will share a driveway 
with Com. Gas. and Public Works Dept. There will be a crosswalk and warning signs 
ahead. This should help vehicles getting out of Mt. Vickery onto Route 85 due to a 
break in the traffic stream by creating gaps. The cost of this signal will be borne by 
the developer of the new office building. 


1.D. Parkerville/Pavement upgrades. Parkerville Road from Southville Road north up 
to Richards Road. Needs repaving and is going to be repaved. Schedule: 2001. 
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1. E.1 Sidewalks. Parkerville south of Finn to Southville Rd. (This has been done, 
except for section in front of Mooney Field.) Board VOTED unanimously td send a letter 
to the Recreation Facilities Planning Committee asking them to focus on this section — to 
fill the gap regarding parking near Mooney Field. 


1. E.2 Sidewalks. Parkerville north of Finn to Middle Road. (This is dn the Master 
Plan. Intention is to be done when water line is installed and road repaved. Fairview 
Drive water tower will be erected within 10 years.) 
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2. A. School zone signage and lights. North school Traffic Safety Zone lis essentially 
the same as the South school Traffic Safety Zone. Similar signage along the full length 
of Parkerville Road from Main Street to Route 9 and along Clifford Street and down 
Deerfoot Road to Main Street. Most signs were in place shortly after Trottier School 
opening. Elements missing were revised locations of the flashing school zone light and 
the additional flashing school zone light at Deerfoot Road. Those wer¢ put in this 
summer and should be ready to go when the schools open next month. The other thing 
missing is the speed grooves which were intended to be put in place for the|same reason 
they can’t be placed in the South Safety Zone. The paving conditions won’t justify 
having them in and won’t support this kind of grooves. All the signs and lights have been 
installed which were promised. Three-way stop signs were suggested for the Neary 
School entrance to slow the traffic on Parkerville Road. This suggestian should be 
looked at in the near future. 


2. B.1 Main and Deerfoot Intersection. Design has been completed and reddy to go this 
fall. DPW Supt. Boland explained the handout showing the improved desigh. This is the 
same situation as on Parkerville and Richards. This currently is a wide intersection which 
allows no control over the traffic. This will be completed this fall. 


2. B.2 Main and Route 85 at the signals. There won’t be any changes at this signal 
until at least after the new Route 495 interchange has been opened for a yea or more. A 
lot of traffic is diverting off Route 9 and coming through town along Main Street to this 
signal. The Selectmen would like to keep traffic on Route 9 if at all possibld. Improving 
the intersection will simply attract more traffic off Route 9. 


2. B.3. Rt. 85 and St. Mark’s Road. Design plan was handed out and discussed. 
Presently, going southbound on Rt. 85 you can enter into St. Mark’s St. by just 
making a slight turn but no reference to speed. Therefore, people come barreling into 
the street at 30-40 m.p.h. S E A recommended closing off one section|of the street 
and the grass island be increased over to the side of the road where the ballfields are. 
The entrance to St. Mark’s Road will be reconfigured to be right acrpss from St. 
Mark’s School’s driveway on the east side of the road. This is being reviewed by St. 
Mark’s School. A copy of the plan has been faxed to them. They have not contacted

DPW Supt. Boland at this point in time. Mr. Boland would like to include this 
reconfiguration in this year’s paving but it involves a lot of foundation work, 
excavation work, etc. He is not sure whether his department will have time to do this 
work this year. 


Action: Following review by St. Mark’s, John Boland to report to Board of 
Selectmen with new schedule. 


3. C. North Parkerville Road Pavement Upgrade/speed_grooves/new_sidewalks. 
New paving surface is needed from Neary School entry drive to Main Street (Main St. 


traffic route to N. Campus). Sidewalks were promised from the Neary School 
entrance along Parkerville Road north up to Main Street. It was not done because it 
was not specifically funded. Also there is no town water on that stretch of road 
between Neary School and Main Street. It is on the list. Mr. Boland stated that the 
water line is part of the Master Plan to improve the water system. It is a service type 
connection. The function of that water line would only be to service the residents 
who are immediately adjacent to it. It has very little impact on the overall function of 
the distribution system throughout the entire town. Therefore, it moves down 
appreciably on the DPW priority list for improvements. This makes it several years 
away. The DPW project that is moving forward on Edgewood Road is going to go 
this summer — probably for construction next summer and the DPW will be going to 
the Town Meeting next year for a design plan for the water tower on Fairview Hill. 
The pavement condition on Deerfoot Road becomes the driving factor — not the 
installation of the water line. The pavement will be resurfaced probably twice before 
the water line ever goes in. It would be nice to have, but won’t be done unless there 
is a real cry from all the abutters with checks in hand saying that “We need a water 
line. We are ready to put up our fair share.” Unless that occurs and something 
changes the Selectmen’s minds, that is off for several years and the paving condition 
becomes the factor. Chairman Parry said that the K-8 School Building Study 
Committee are working on two alternatives for a Town Meeting this fall. Either the 
Town is gong to completely revamp Woodward School or the Town is going to add 
the equivalent of a new school at Neary/Trottier The Selectmen urged that the funding 
of either of the Neary/Trottier alternative must include the sidewalk from the Neary 
entrance up to Main Street. It needs to be included in the Warrant this Fall. 


Action: The Selectmen will write to the K-8 Committee saying that the Neary/Trottier 
alternative must include a sum of money for design and construction of these 
improvements. These improvements were promised and are overdue. Selectmen would 
like to meet with Parkerville Road (north) abutters in late September or October to 
discuss sidewalks. Sidewalks have to be at least four feet wide (per ADA). Some trees 
may have to be removed. It is up to the residents of this street to get agreement on a rough 
concept. Details can be left until later, if this alternative is approved (instead of 
expanding Woodward). 
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Present for MBTA was Mike Stoffel, Project Manager/Design & Construction, and Frank 
Astone, MBTA Consultant. MBTA did agree to build a sidewalk along Route 85 up to 
Richards from Southville Road, on Woodland Road and on Southville Rodd east of Rt. 
85. Regarding sidewalks along Rt. 85, Woodland Road and Southville Road, bids are 
going out next month. MBTA hopes construction can begin this Fall regarding the 
station plus the sidewalks. There will be pedestrian crossing lights at the mew signal at 
Rt. 85/Southville Road. A meeting will be scheduled in the Fall on this| issue. Don 
Leavitt of the Historical Commission stated that the Commission will approve signs 
regarding historic areas. There will be 460 parking spaces. Station should be completed 
by the end of next year. MBTA will close off an area of Rt. 85 and send all traffic 
through a new intersection at Route 85 and Southville Roads. Rt. 85 splits into two veins 
just before Southville Road. MBTA plans to block Rt. 85’s western vein just after 
Hammond Street. Chief Colleary is concerned that the street would be us¢d by out-of- 
town commuters looking to avoid parking fees at the station. Chief Colleary suggested 
No Parking Signs or Residents Only signs are needed in the area. MBTA hag a budget for 
signs. Police Chief and DPW to review detail plans by MBTA to ensure proper signage. 
Intersection at Woodland Road and Cordaville Road will also be redone with new stop 
and warning signs. This new configuration is designed to slow traffic on the|street. Some 
Woodland Road homeowners expressed concern about the location of the n¢w sidewalks 
which begin on the east side of the road and switch to the west side further north. Some 
residents believe it will be difficult to cross onto the west walkway. The reason for this 
plan is due to wetlands , trees, walls and right-of-way in the area. The sidewalk design 
protects trees and historic stone walls. Most residents appeared to be in|favor of the 
design. 


Action: Residents were urged to visit the DPW and the Planning Boagd offices to 
examine the plans in detail, and to then send concerns, if any, to the Board af Selectmen. 
The agreement between MBTA, Southborough, Westborough and Ashland) calls for all 
three stations to be operational by the end of 2001.

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, transfer from available funds 
and appropriate, or borrow and appropriate, a sum of money for the additional costs asgociated 
with the continued planning, diagnostic testing and evaluation on the Neary, Trottier and 
Woodward school sites needed by the Temporary School Building Planning Committee in order to 
present proposals to the Town relative to both a three school option and/or a four school option for 
grades Kindergarten through 8, or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Proposed| by the 
Southborough School Committee and Temporary School Building Planning Committee) 


Mr. Davidson said he met with the DEP et al and it came to the committee’s attention that 
if they either expand Neary and Trottier a hydrogeological study will have tp be done for 
the site. The purpose of this Article is to fund this study if necessary only if a 
groundwater discharge permit is applied for these schools. It is estimated |that the cost 
will be between $25,000 and $75,000. Mr. Davidson will have the cost |figures from 
Gemma before the Special Town Meeting. It may not be needed. Everything is on hold 
as far as the soil is concerned. DEP indicated that they would be willing to take actual 
flow data in support of a variance request. However, both the flow data at Neary and 
Trottier from last year are inconclusive and not reliable. Therefore, before it can be 
determined and submit anything to the DEP for potential variances, those flaws are going 
to be tested and monitored by Gemma. They have authorized them to do it twice a week 
starting when school commences and hopefully the committee can get three or four 
months of flow data and then make a further request for another variance] The School 
Committee voted to support this if it is necessary and Mr. Davidson’s Tempprary School 
Buildng Planning Committee felt that it would be a good idea to place a wargant article in 
this September’s Special Town Meeting. This is separate and distinct from) the $56,000 
which was approved at the April Special Town Meeting (Article 4, STM 4/1/00) for 
further engineering services of which about $20,000 has been expended to date. Two days 
of testing has been scheduled for Woodward starting August 22. Permissjon has been 
received from Jane Smith and the Village Society to expand the testing onto the 
Community House site. It was thought that there was land there which could be used as a 
septic site for Woodward. Their septic system is also in some disrepair. | Discussions 
have begun regarding tradeoffs for some parking at the new Woodward farility for the 
Community House if, in fact, their land would be used for septic. 


As the tax rate has not been set yet, moneys can be raised and appropriated |in this fiscal 
year. Since there is no “free cash” left, the moneys needed for the Special Town Meeting 
Articles could be funded either by using the $156,000 remaining within the Proposition 2 
¥Y, cap for FY 2001 or an override, if necessary (by calling a Special Election within 45 
days of the Special Town Meeting), or a transfer from the stabilization fund. Selectmen 
would prefer not to transfer moneys from the stabilization fund. 
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6:55 p.m. to 7:35 p.m. Meeting with Fire Chief John D. Mauro, Jr. regarding his two 
9/11/00 Special Town Meeting Articles. 


First discussion was regarding his request to add an amount to the appropriation approved 
in Article 7, ATM 4/10/00 for additional funds for the Fire Department operating 
budget. Chief Mauro discussed in detail the following subjects: Ambulance Call-backs, 
drills, hiring additional personnel, personal time, Haz-Mat training costs, call-backs/hold- 
overs, sick time, holiday pay, vacation coverage, proposed training fire prevention 
coverage, full-time benefits, college education, longevity, paramedics stipend, full-time 
allowances (turn-out gear), call firefighter allowances, turn-out gear for the three new 
people when hired, electricity, water, building maintenance, new refrigerator, telephone 
(changed to get better coverage), office supplies, ambulance supplies, mutual aid dues 
(with 22 cities and towns), new equipment (radio pagers needed to cover full time people, 
take the old pagers, refurbish them and give them to the call people), and more hoses are 
needed. On July 1 he hired one firefighter and needs three more. Hiring of the three 
firefighters could wait until January 3, 2001, which would save money. The State 
requires two paramedics on an ambulance. You could have one paramedic and one 
intermediate with a waiver. The waiver could last one or two years. Chief Mauro’s 
budget request for this article is in the amount of $144,105. 


Second discussion was regarding his request to purchase a new, four wheel drive pickup 
truck (Engine 24) and equip the same for the Fire Department. At present the 1977 
Dodge military surplus pickup truck is out of service and in need of extensive repairs. It 
is unsafe and the department had been using it only in an emergency. It needs to be 
replaced. A new one costs $36,016. Chief Mauro has contacted the state to see if they 
have any surplus vehicles. They don’t have much left. If they do get a vehicle, there will 
be the cost of painting it and making it road worthy by doing some work on it. If he can’t 
get a truck from military surplus, then the minimal is go to $29,942 and put the old 
equipment in for now and hopefully at the end of the fiscal year, if there is any new 
equipment money left, that could upgrade the emergency items in the truck. Chief Mauro 
said he is looking into other options to try to bring the cost down, such as looking for a 
good, reliable, used vehicle. The life of a new vehicle would be 12+ years.

7:01 p.m. Christopher Parella, Manager, Right of Way for Bell Atlantic presented the 
proposal to place one new pole on Valley Road at a point approximately 43 feet north 
from the centerline of Meadow Lane and to replace an existing J. O. pole 35 feet from the 
new pole on Valley Rd. or 88 feet from the centerline of Meadow Lane. These poles are 
required to provide a new service. An abutter, Cindy Wilson of 51 Valley Rd. asked 
questions regarding the size of the poles and their appearance. She was satisfied with the 
answers provided by Mr. Parella. However, the Board of Selectmen tabled the pole 
hearing with Verizon New England, Inc. and Massachusetts Electric Company for Valley 
Road and continued it to October 24, 2000 due to the fact that there were several 
unresolved issues that were raised at the last pole hearing in June that still have not been 
addressed. The Board requested that Mr. Parella investigate into those items and report 
back to the Board on the following Tuesday. 


7:30 p.m. The Board of Selectmen tabled the decision to exercise the Town’s right of 
first refusal, Chapter 61A regarding Johnson Cambell Realty, Inc. property located off 
Northborough Road to the next meeting on October 24, 2000. The Board had not 
received input from several of the Boards and Committees. Ms. Conlin will contact those 
Boards and Committees and give them a deadline of Monday, October 23", to submit 
comments. 


7:55 p.m. Charles Gaffney, Chairman of the Planning Board, reported that at their 
meeting on Monday evening residents of Southborough Meadows attended and expressed 
concerns regarding James Ruskowski, the developer of Southborough Meadows. There 
are numerous uncompleted items in the development. The road is unpaved, the stone 
walls and landscaping are not complete. Furthermore, Mr. Ruskowski without 
knowledge of the Town withdrew the bond being held as security until completion of the 
project. The matter was turned over to Town Counsel a week ago and as of Tuesday 
afternoon, Frederick Busconi, Town Counsel, assured Mr. Gaffney that the money had 
been returned to the bank. 


Several of the residents present expressed disappointment that the road, stonewalls, 
landscaping and community house were not completed. Mr. Ruskowski had not lived up 
to his promises. They were also very concerned that Mr. Ruskowski could withdraw the 
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bond on only his signature and they demanded to know why that happened. The Board 
requested that Town Counsel conduct an investigation into how it happened and that he 


suggest procedures to prevent it from occurring again by the next meeting on October 
24". 


8:10 p.m. David Davidson, Chairman of the Temporary School Building Planning 
Committee outlined the three proposed options for K-8 schools to be presented to a 
Special Town Meeting on November 13, 2000. The Board VOTED unanimously to call 
a Special Town Meeting on November 13, 2000 at 7:00 p.m. at P. Brent Trottier Middle 
School. The deadline to receive warrant articles is October 23, 2000 at 5:00 p.m. The 
Board VOTED unanimously to call a Special Election on December 16, 2000 from 12:00 
p.m. to 8:00 p.m. 


8:40 p.m. Public Safety Dispatching. Fire Chief John Mauro and Police Chief William J. 
Colleary and members of the Public Safety Committee were present to discuss public 
safety dispatching. The Public Safety Report done by Public Safety Consultants, of 
Boulder Colorado stated that “One of the most obvious issues and lost opportunity for 
both police and fire service is related to communications. While the existing system 
works fine for the Police Department, it is inefficient, time consuming and does not 
provide the citizens of Southborough the level of service they deserve when looking at 
fire and rescue incidents. There is no significant technological and personnel problems 
that prevent this from being corrected.” 


The operation of the current dispatch system for a medical call for example is: 


1. 911 call received at police station public safety answering point. Information taken 
by police dispatcher. 

2. The call and/or information is forwarded by telephone to Fire Headquarters. 

3. Fire Headquarters calls Station 2 by telephone to report the incident. 

4. Fire Headquarters then calls the paramedics from Marlborough Hospital and gives the 
information regarding the call. 

5. The personnel at Fire Headquarters announce the call over the department’s radio 
paging system (this step takes 40-60 seconds). 

6. Fire Department personnel then respond to the call. 


According to Klein’s report, “Southborough’s dispatching times are 58% higher than the 
national average (57 seconds)”. The report’s recommendation is that all 911, fire and 
emergency medical service calls be handled by one dispatcher. Properly trained 
dispatchers should take the emergency call, notify both fire stations as to the type of call 
and location, notify the paramedics when required and page out the call to off duty and 
on-call members. 


In order to provide an appropriate central dispatching operation, the following four items 

must be addressed: 

1. Communication specialists supervised by a dispatch supervisor but ultimately 
responsible to both the Police and Fire Chiefs 

2. A computer system that links both police and fire departments. 
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3. A station notification system that will simultaneously notify both fire stations when a 
call is received 
4. An integrated telephone system. 


The Police and Fire Departments have been investigating the hardware and software 
available to put a central dispatching in place. Their goal is to present an article at Town 
Meeting to address this issue. Meanwhile, they will explore other alternatives for funding 
such as donations. 


8:55 p.m. Local Control over Speed Zones There has been a proposal to put speed zones 
under local control that would not require state approval. The Police Chief will meet 
with the DPW Superintendent and Fire Chief to discuss this issue and make a 
recommendation to the Board of Selectmen. 


9:00 p.m. Proposed MetroWest Regional Transit Authority Mayor William J. Mauro Jr. 
of the City of Marlborough, is proposing that a MetroWest Regional Transit Authority be 


formed. The initiative to do this came out of the 495 Coalition. To date Mayor Mauro 
has visited Natick, Framingham, Ashland, Hopkinton and Westborough to discuss this 
issue. He has found that all these Metrowest towns are receptive to a Regional 
Transportation System. The Mass. Dept. of Transportation and the Mass. Highway are 
supportive. The State funded a planning study done by Community Solution Inc. This 
study confirmed that expanding the road system is not the solution. The solution is a 
mass transportation system. 


Jose M. Perez of Community Solutions Inc. explained the enabling legislation Chapter 
161B. In order to establish a RTA a majority vote of the City Council, Town Meeting or 
any other legislative body is required. A RTA has the power to hire an administrator and 
staff, acquire property and build improvements, issue bonds and operate a transit system. 


Barbara Lucas of Metropolitan Area Planning Council explained in detail a MetroWest 
locus map that located the MetroWest Towns, population centers, businesses, road 
networks, municipal facilities etc. All this data is necessary for planning a regional 
transportation system. 


Mayor Mauro received a unanimous endorsement for initiative for a regional 
transportation system from Board of Selectmen. The Board indicated that they would 
approach Town Planner Wayne Thies to be the Town’s representative on the Advisory 
Committee for the MetroWest RTA.

Therefore, the Board VOTED unanimously to approve the proposal to place one new pole 
on Valley Road at a point approximately 43 feet north from the centerline of Meadow 
Lane and to replace an existing J. O. pole 35 feet from the new pole on Valley Rd. or 88 
feet from the centerline of Meadow Lane. 


7:15 p.m. Meeting with Town Counsel Frederick Busconi re: Regional High School and 
Southborough Meadows. 


Regional School District Wide Election: Town Counsel Busconi stated in a letter dated 
October 24 that General Laws Chapter 71, Section 16(n) permits regional school districts 
to have a region wide election for the purpose of incurring debt for the design, 
construction, addition of or to school buildings. If a majority of the voters within the 
regional school district vote affirmatively to incur that debt then each of the member 
towns has to determine how to raise it’s proportionate share of the debt. The region wide 
election is not an election to exceed the restrictions of so-called Proposition 2 4. 


Each of the member towns of the district must then determine how it is going to raise its 
share of the debt that was incurred as a result of the district wide election. Each town 
could raise their share of the fund by either appropriating the funds within its budget or 
having an election to determine whether the debt should be paid for by a so-called debt 
exclusion override. If a debt exclusion override is sought the three following things have 
to happen: 


1. There must be a 2/3 vote of the Board of Selectmen to place it on the town 
ballot. 
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2. There must be a town-wide election at which a majority of the people voting 
in the election approve the proposition 2-% debt exclusion override. 

3. If override prevails, the town’s assessment for the school budget will increase 
and the Town Meeting will vote that appropriation at its annual town meeting. 


The Board asked Town Counsel to research and render an opinion as to the standing of 
the vote taken to exclude the borrowing for the Regional High School in May 2000. 
Does the Town have to revote this exclusion after the district election? The Board would 
also like to know the time limits on calling a special election to exclude the debt, if 
another election is required. 


Southborough Meadow Security Bond-Town Counsel Fred Busconi assured the 
Selectmen that the bond for Southborough Meadows, that is held for security until the 
project is completed to the satisfaction of the Town, has been returned to the bank. In 
order to withdraw any funds from this account, there must be two signatures, the 
developer’s and the Town Treasurer/Collector’s. Town Counsel suggested that the Town 
Planner, Treasurer/Collector and Town Administrator meet to review the protocol for 
bonds and establish a formal procedure that should include a review by Town Counsel. 


7:45 p.m. Presentation of the Three K-8 School Options to be Presented at November 13, 
2000 Special Town Meeting — Chairman David Davidson and Bob Vogel of Keyes 


Assoc. presented the following three options and their respective sites plans: 


Option A — 301,366 sq. ft. at the cost of $15.762.186 


1. Expand and renovate Neary School to house grades K-5. 
2. Expand Trottier to house grades 6-8. 
3. Finn to remain as K-2 


Option B- 343.454 sq. ft. at the cost of $20,277,942 


1. Expand and renovate Neary School to house grades K-5. 
2. Expand and renovate Woodward to house grades K-5. 
3. Expand Trottier to house grades 6-8. 


Option C — 321.772 sa. ft. at the cost of $16,536.791 


1. Renovate Neary School to house grades 3-4. 
2. Expand and renovate Woodward to house grades 5-6. 
3. Expand Trottier to house grades 7-8. 


10:20 p.m. Request for Funds from Joe Kacevich Chairman of the Recreation Facilities 
Committee 


Mr. Kacevich reported that the Neary and Trottier diamonds have insufficient drainage, 
caused primarily by an incorrect balance of materials in the infield, 20% too much clay. 
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The Recreation Facilities Committee consulted with Mr. Floyd Perry, President of GMC 
for Sports Fields, a leading authority on the construction and maintenance of recreation 
fields. He has recommended that the product Turface be applied to the infields to absorb 
the rainwater and soften the consistency of the infield, leaving the surface safer for base 
runners to slide. The Town would require 11 tons or 22,000 pounds or 440 bags of the 
product at the cost of $4,422.00. A local landscaping company Appledoor, Inc. has 
offered to rototill the product into the infields for no charge. 


The Board VOTED to authorize $4,500.00 to be expended from the Recreation Facilities 
Improvement Fund if Town Counsel indicates that it will not jeopardize the Town’s 
ability to recoup the funds from the contractor that constructed the fields with the 
incorrect balance of materials. 


Mr. Kacevich reported that there were no issues with placing trash cans at Fay Memorial 
Field. The Board VOTED unanimously to install permanent trash receptacles at Fay 
Memorial Field. 


11:10 Suzanne Traini Re: Southborough Community Center Committee The Board of 
Selectmen created and appointed three citizens to the Southborough Community Center 


Committee. They also appointed the Director of the Council of Aging, the Youth and 
Family Services Director, the Veterans Agent, the Recreation Director and a member of 
the Board of Health, Suzanne Traini as liaisons (non-voting) to the committee. Ms. 
Traini was complaining to the Board that she should be a voting member of the 
committee. She felt that appointing her and the others as liaisons was done intentionally 
to exclude her as a voting member. The Board explained to her that the three voting 
members were non-staff or board members that would have an objective perspective and 
don’t have a vested interest or conflict. She also felt that Mr. Brefka, who had erred in the 
bidding process, should not be “rewarded” by being appointed a voting member on the 
committee. The Board took no action on her request.

. SCHEDULED APPOINTMENTS 


Southborough Community Center Committee: The Board met with Paul Brefka, Chairman of the 
Southborough Community Center Committee who summarized proposals received outlining 
options for Fayville Village Hall, as well as the adjacent building. The Committee received six 
proposals and selected 3 finalists before settling on one firm. Mr. Brefka told the Board the 
Committee planned to recommend several options which could be brought to Town Meeting. 
The Board voted 3-0 to award the contract to Pierce Lamb Architects in the amount of $9,000. It 
was noted this award would be advertised in the Central Register as per Chapter 30 B. 


The Board also noted the need to educate Town boards and committees of the appropriate 
procurement regulations for those that are involved in securing services or equipment on behalf 
of the Town. 


Watkins Property: Aldo Cipriano, Attorney for Alfred B. Watkins, came before the Board to 
present the deed for Map 14, Parcel 12, (off Cordaville Road) a gift of land for recreational 
purposes. Chairman Parry and other members of the Board extended their appreciation to Mr. 
Watkins through Attorney Cipriano for this gracious gift. 


Wellness Task Force: William Webber and Kevin Landry came before the Board to provide an 
update on the Wellness and Fitness Task Force. Mr. Webber noted that all Police and Fire 
personnel hired after November 1, 1996 will be required to pass certain physical aptitude tests as 
part of their employment. The Commonwealth’s Human Resource Division has not yet 
implemented final regulations pertaining to this but expects to do so shortly. Mr. Webber told 
the Board that Police and Fire personnel would be notified four months in advance of the 
requirements. The Board discussed options for gym equipment and what facility could house the 
equipment, as well as what option would be most convenient and appropriate for personnel 
needing these services. The discussion also entailed whether other Town employees could 
benefit from this regulation. The Board resolved that they would discuss potential agreements 
with St. Marks School for use of their gym facilities if needed on an interim basis, and also 
commented that the Town should examine a larger area which could house equipment for all 
Town employees, and what could possibly be integrated with the K-8 Schools, Council on 
Aging, etc. Cost estimates entailed fees for nearby gyms and other screening services.

The Board voted 3-0 to appoint Jerrold Vengrow as Constable for a term to expire on December 
7, 2001. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Southborough Business Association: Chris Robbins informed the Board that the Southborough 
Business Association has joined the Northborough- Westborough Chamber of Commerce, which 
will soon be known as the Northborough-Southborough- Westborough Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Robbins invited the Board to a ceremony on November 30 publicizing this momentous 
consolidation and emphasized the unique benefits of this joint effort. 


Community Preservation Act: Ms. Hale outlined for the Board the goal of the newly enacted 
Community Preservation Act. This legislation aids communities in acquiring open space, 
recreational land, affordable housing parcels and historic preservation funds. The Board agreed 
that they should invite a representative from all participating groups and committees to their 
December 12 meeting to seek input. These persons include Conservation Commission, 
Historical Commission, Housing Authority, Open Space Preservation Commission, Planning 
Board, Recreation Commission and Recreation Facilities. Those in attendance would serve on 
an ad-hoc committee to garner what interest there may be in this issue. Ms. Conlin suggested a 
space be reserved on the warrant in the event the Town wished to pursue acceptance of this 
legislation. 


Proclamation: The Board chose not to issue an AIDS Day proclamation. The consensus was 
that proclamations issued by the Board should have a direct link to this community or an local 
organization. 


Recreation Dept. staffing: The Board voted 3-0 to approve the recruitment of an Administrative 
Secretary instead of a Recreation Assistant under the NAGE contract, due to difficulties in 
locating a qualified applicant for the former. Both positions are listed at the same grade and 
salary. Ms. Garcia also noted that this change would allow time to re-evaluate long-term staffing 
needs. 


Trust Fund: The Board VOTED 3-0 to grant a request to pay a single electrical bill from the 
trust funds amounting to $719.82 for a local family. The request was submitted by the 
Metrowest area office of the American Red Cross. 


Miscellaneous: 


- Selectman Coombs reported that the Regional School District Working Group is in the process 
of reviewing dissolution language. He also told the Board that this committee will make clear 
that they are not the appropriate body to get involved in the impasse with the regional high 
school.

Tuesday, December 12, 2000 


7:00 p.m. Convened in Hearing Room, second floor of the Town House. 


Present: Chairman David Parry, Selectman William J. Christensen, Selectman David Coombs, 
Town Administrator Janice C. Conlin, Assistant Town Administrator Vanessa Hale. 


SCHEDULED APPOINTMENTS 


Tax Classification Hearing: Chairman Parry opened the hearing at 7:01 p.m. Paul Cibelli, 
Assessor, reviewed for the Board the process for setting the tax rate. He noted there are 3,446 
taxable parcels in town, 20% of which are commercial or industrial. The Board looked at 16 
comparable communities, 10 of which do not have split tax rates. Selectman Coombs asked 
what are the consequences of different options. The Board agreed they would have a full 
discussion of alternatives for the tax rate in the Fall, well ahead of time to set next year’s tax rate. 
Chris Robbins, representing the Northborough-Westborough-Southborough Chamber of 
Commerce noted that organization’s support of a single tax rate. Selectman Christensen moved 
to approve the proposed single tax rate of $13.38, the motion was seconded and passed. 


Ipanema Restaurant: Chairman Parry opened the public hearing with the Ipanema Restaurant. to 
discuss a request to extend their hours on Friday evenings, as well as extend the New Years Eve 
hours from | a.m. to 2 a.m. Chairman Parry read into the record a number of letters of complaint 
on this establishment. John O’Brien, attorney for Ipanema Manager Carlos Silva, told the Board 
his client felt the neighborhood situation had greatly improved since the change of manager in 
the Spring. Chief Colleary noted that cruisers have been dispatched to the area at closing time if 
they were not otherwise occupied. The Chief noted that although complaints are down slightly 
he did not agree there were vast improvements being made. Neighborhood representatives, Mr. 
Malecki and Mr. And Mrs. Costello, noted their sharp disagreement that there have been any 
improvements. They discussed various disruptive situations on several occassions. There was a 
question as to when the Ipanema had permission for live entertainment. Atty. O’Brien added 
that his client had thought about soundproofing ideas but had hoped the extension of Friday 
evenings hours would be granted in an effort to make these renovations more financially feasible. 
Selectman Coombs stated that by extending the evening hours, the quality of life for the 
neighbors would be severely deteriorated. It was further noted that there have twice in the past 
been articles to implement a noise bylaw which have not been successful. Selectman 
Christensen moved to approve the request to extend the Ipanema closing hours to 1 a.m. There 
was no second and the motion failed. Selectman Coombs moved to approve extended hours on 
New years Eve from 1 a.m. to 2 a.m. The motion was seconded, Selectman Coombs voted nay. 
The motion passed. The Board encouraged Mr. Silva to make an extra effort to control his 
patrons on New Years Eve. 


Community Preservation Act: Representatives from the Historical Commission, Open Space 
Committee, Planning Board and Recreation Facilities Committees engaged in a discussion with 
the Board about the recently enacted Community Preservation Act. Chairman Parry noted that 
the Board would like a working group to consider what are the merits of this surcharge. This ad- 
hoc group should evolve into the committee that will be required if the legislation were to be 
adopted. Selectman Christensen noted that he did not like the idea of making a decision on the 
amount of the surcharge and the exemptions immediately. Don Morris from the Planning Board 
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felt that the issue should be studied more but wondered if there were pieces of this act that were 
already being accomplished by other means. Selectman Chritsensen moved to create an ad-hoc 
committee to study the merits of the Community Preservation Act, with a goal a presenting their 
findings to date at Annual Town Meeting; the group would consist of a member of Historical 
Commission, Housing Authority, Open Space Committee, Planning Board and Recreation 
Facilities Commission. The motion was seconded and passed. The Board will solicit names and 
make appointments at the January 9, 2001 meeting. It was understood that this matter would not 
meet deadlines for an article on this year’s warrant. 


Greater Callahan Open Space and Greenway Plan 
Greater Callahan Open Space Plan: Karen Muggeridge of Parameter Road came before the 


Board to request their support and approval of the plan. She informed the Board there are 4 
communities coordinating with state organizations to protect open space in and around Callahan 
State Park, which includes access to the Pine Hill Area of Southborough. The Board suggested 
to Ms. Muggeridge that this plan be forwarded to the Open Space Committee and the Planning 
Board for their review and recommendation. This matter was tabled. 


Traffic Issues-K-8: 

The Board reviewed a summary from John Boland on traffic impacts resulting from the various 
school renovation projects. Chairman Parry informed the Board that a committee will be formed 
jointly with the Southborough School Committee to address what impact there will be, and what 
options are available, when this construction is done. Chairman Parry noted the following 
committees should submit a name to the Board of Selectmen for their January 9, 2001 Meeting: 
School Committee, Planning Board, Roads Safety Committee, North and South School Safety 
Zone Committee and one resident each from the following areas: Finn School, Parkerville Road, 
Deerfoot Road and Downtown (Main Street, Cordaville Road). Mr. Boland would assist the 
Committee on an as-needed basis. The motion was seconded and passed.

Present: Chairman David W. Parry, William J. Christensen, David A. Coombs, Town 
Administrator Janice C. Conlin, Assistant Town Administrator Vanessa Hale. 


Scheduled Appointments 

Worcester Regional Transit Authority: The Board met with Mary MacInnes, the new director of 
the WRTA to discuss transportation developments in Southborough and the surrounding area. 
Ms. MacInnes reminded the Board that Southborough is a member of the WRTA and is welcome 
to designate a town representative. She noted the Town’s annual assessment is $4,000; the Town 
would be responsible for 25% of any additional services, whereas an MBTA assessment in FY06 
would reach $48,000. Ms. MacInness also discussed with the Board the efforts of the City of 
Marlborough to develop transportation alternatives in the north-south direction. 


Master Plan discussion: The Board met with various board and commission members to discuss 
the current and future master plan. Town Planner Wayne Thies discussed the timeline for build- 
out, upcoming projects and the frequency of knock downs. Mr. Thies noted that the 1987 Master 
Plan is a policy statement, not a full document. He further noted that the priorities remain the 
same: affordable housing, additional transportation, etc. Gail Tannenbaum, Planning Board, 
made note of her frustration whereas the Planning Board does not have the final say for projects, 
the party can always petition the ZBA for further permitting. In this respect, some felt that the 
Master Plan doesn’t have any teeth as it does not prohibit many actions. Several members noted 
that many grants require a master plan be in place. 


Tim Kemper from the Recreation Facilities Committee discussed the conceptual plan for bike 
and hiking trails through a trolley track right of way. His committee is identifying points of 
interest in town and attempting to connect to neighboring trails. Ms. Traini from the Board of 
Health noted that the Town’s predominant use of septic systems will preclude many knock 
downs. Mrs. Conlin noted that if the MWRA filtration plan is implemented, only non-profits and 
municipal facilities will be permitted to attach to their sewer line. Others commented on the use 
of the Arts Center and the status of Fire Station 2. 


In an effort to be proactive, the Board chose to act now by preserving what we have, facilitating 
the most cost-effective projects, focusing on what we want the Town to look like. The Board 
concluded the discussion by asking all representatives present to submit an outline of what they 
seek in a master plan, what other concerns they may have and submit their outline to the Town 
Administrator’s Office by February 23, 2001, with the intent of re-convening on March 6, 2001. 
On a related matter, the Board requested an update at a future meeting on the contamination of 
the former gas station site on 2 East Main Street. 


Approval of Minutes 
There was a move to accept the minutes of the January 9, 2001 Selectmen’s Meeting; the motion 
was seconded and so voted. 
Appointments 
There was a move to appoint Richard V. Upjohn to the Community Preservation Committee, as a 
representative of the Conservation Commission, for a term to expire June 30, 2001. The motion 
was seconded and so voted. 


There was a move to appoint the following person to the Southborough Arts Council for a term 
to expire June 30, 2003: Jane Smith, 49 Deerfoot Road and Catherine M. Alben, 7 Mooney 
Lane.

Mrs. Conlin updated the Board on the Facilities Management position and noted that it would 
now include all town buildings. The School Department would like to include this position in 
their budget. Mrs. Conlin suggested it be split. The Board agreed it would be in the best interest 
if this matter were tabled for discussion at a future meeting with school representatives. 


February Meetings: The Board agreed to meet on Tuesday, February 6, Monday, February 12 
and Tuesday, February 21 to sign the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting.

This campus will consist of several buildings which will house their research and development 
needs, as well as a recreational facility.

Mr. Thomas added 
that the Phase 1 building is located in Westborough, and the Data General building will be 
demolished at a later date and re-built. Town Meeting will be requested to abandon and relocate a 
portion on Washington Street, as it pertains to the EMC Campus. 


Selectman Coombs asked EMC to consider adding the open space (“front yard”) at the entrance 
to the campus to the conservation restriction which Mr. Streeter voiced no opposition. It was 
noted that EMC is working with Mass. Highway to improve the traffic patterns along Routes 9 & 
495 in an effort to mitigate the high traffic impact. 
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Mr. Streeter noted that the Town would have access to EMC’s recreational facilities on a 
scheduled basis. Mr. Streeter informed the Board that he felt there were concerns of the abutting 
neighbors surrounding EMC’s proposal. He added that there will be no use of the air strip and 
there would be a buffer of trees installed to the benefit of the abutters. The 60,000 sq.ft. 
recreation facility will have a buffer zone of 200-300 ft. Questions arose as to what kind of 
access Town residents would have to the facility and the fields. Mr. Streeter noted that the re- 
zoning will push the parking away from the neighbors, that there will not be lights on the fields, 
and that employees will be told to use Routes 495 & 9. Neighbors present noted their opposition 
to the close proximity of the facility and the amount of employees that will be converging on this 
area. They also felt that the Town should get something in return for the use of this land. 
Chairman Parry commented on the benefit of housing EMC in Southborough and the extreme 
benefit of revenue to the Town. The audience questioned EMC about selling recreational parcels 
to the Town. Mr. Streeter added that the recreational needs could be built in another way so as to 
eliminate the fields if it became controversial. Don Morris, Planning Board, noted that the public 
hearing held by the Planning Board on the EMC proposal is to address zoning of this property, 
and the Site Plan Review will handle other questions when it is scheduled. Mr. Morris stated his 
dire concern that EMC not meet with abutters only in a private meeting, he stressed that all 
interested parties must be included. Joe Kacevich, Recreation Facilities Commission, asked what 
would the Town gain from EMC. He further noted that the Town had nothing in writing from 
Bell Atlantic and as a result could be denied access to their Route 9 facility at any point in time. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Minutes: There was a move to approve the minutes of January 23, 2001 and the Executive 
Session minutes (not to be released) of January 23, 2001. The motion was seconded and so 
voted. 


APPOINTMENTS 
O There was a move to appoint Nancy Vargas, 269 Cordaville Road to the Open Space 
Preservation Commission, for a term to expire June 30, 2005. The motion was seconded and 
so voted. 
OQ There was a move to appoint Daniel M. Keyes, Treasurer/Collector, as the Parking Clerk, for 
a term to expire on June 30, 2001. The motion was seconded and so voted. 


SEA: The Board received a request to increase the budget for on-call services with SEA 
Consultants. Ms. Conlin noted that one of the areas SEA will focus on is traffic issues in the 
Parkerville Road area. There was a move to approve the authorization of an additional $5,000 
for continuing work to be done by SEA Consultants. The motion was seconded and so voted. 


Trust Fund: The Board revisited a request from the Neary School for Trust Fund monies to 
purchase hearing aids for a student. Ms. Conlin clarified that the cost for both aids exceeds the 
amount approved by the Board ($5,000), although it was confirmed that the family in question 
could likely pay the balance of the cost. The Board requested that a letter be sent to the Neary 
School approving the disbursement of $5,000 from the Trust Fund, with the caveat that the Board 
be informed if the family is unable to pay the balance. 


Minutes-February 6, 


Walk for Hunger: The Board received a request from Marie Santos-Smith for permission to 
hold a walk-a-thon through Southborough (Sat, February 17, 2001); the route would follow 
Route 30. There was a move to approve this request with the stipulation that the Police 
Department be consulted. The motion was seconded and so voted. 


Land Transfer: As a follow-up to the transfer of land from the Town of Westborough at the 
1999 Annual Town Meeting, the Board signed a letter to Sen. Pam Resor asking her to request 


the approval of the General Court to facilitate this process. 


Resignation: The Board accepted, with regret, the resignation of Tom Thomas from the 
Recreation Commission. 


There was a move to approve a contract from Rise Corporation who will be provide construction 
expertise to 


There was a move to adjourn the meeting at 10:50 p.m. The motion was seconded and so voted.

SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


Regional Transportation Grant: The Board held a discussion with Town Planner Wayne Thies 
about supporting both its residents and workforce with alternatives to single-occupant vehicle 
commuting. To that end, there was a motion to have Southborough be the lead applicant on a 
Transportation Demand Management Grant to provide shuttle service to and from the new 
Southborough MBTA Commuter Rail station (Framingham/Worcester line). The motion was 
seconded and so voted. A consortium of surrounding towns, the MetroWest Growth 
Management Committee, and the MetroWest/495 TMA are all partnering on this grant which 
will provide funds for two vehicles to serve the Commuter Rail station and businesses in 
Southborough and the surrounding communities of Marlborough and Westborough. The service 
would also run between the station and satellite parking lots for local residents who may not be 
able to obtain parking at the station but who would like to use the Commuter Rail. 


Ipanema Restaurant: The Board met with Attorney John O’Brien who represents the Ipanema 
Restaurant. This appointment was a follow-up to the December 12, 2000 meeting with the 
manager (Carlos Silva) of the Ipanema Restaurant. Chief Colleary summarized complaints 
received and visits made by the Police Dept. since Dec 12, 2000, noting his concern for public 
safety in the establishment. Following, Chief Mauro outlined his concerns, noting two incidents 
where there was severe overcrowding in the restaurant. His additional concerns included no fire 
alarm, no system to notify patrons in an emergency. Chief Mauro informed the Board he has 
filed an Order of Notice with the Westborough District Court to prohibit overcrowding. 
Neighbors present asked the Board if they can revoke the licenses granted, if they can change the 
hours of operation, and if entertainment is a right of the license. The Board determined they 
would request an opinion from Town Counsel on these matters. 


Atty. O’Brien told the Board this is the first time the Ipanema has received any type of written 
order. He further stated that he would be meeting with both the Police and Fire Chiefs to review 
their concerns. He also reminded the Board that the facility is currently for sale. In addition, in 
the near future there will be no entertainment on Sunday evenings. He asked the Board to give 
these new options a chance and come back to this in several months. Selectman Coombs 
disagreed with any delay and asked that this matter be put on the fast track. The Board 
recommended reviewing alternatives to deal with these problems on March 13, 2001. 


Southborough Community Center: The Board met with the Southborough Community Center 
Committee and staff from Pierce Lamb architects who completed the feasibility study. Deborah 
Pierce (Pierce Lamb) outlined the options for the Fayville Village Hall and VFW site, which 
would include the parcel which abuts the Hall (small white cape). 
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I. Rehab existing two buildings (2.18 million) 

This option retains Fayville Village Hall, allows max use of parking on site, but would require 
elevators at both sites, constrains the septic system, requires use of basement and would require 
relocating Fayville functions during construction. 

II. Link existing 2 buildings (2.12 million) 

This option also retains Fayville Hall and is the least costly. It also requires the installation of 2 
elevators and an interior ramp. Parking is minimal, septic is constrained, 1 story building is an 
inefficient use of space, operating costs would be high and the parking would be further away 
which is a concern for seniors. 

Ill. Addition to Fayville Hall (2.15 million) 

This option provides max parking and max space for septic, retains Fayville. This option also 
uses basement, relocation of Fayville functions during construction, but does require setback 
variance and reduces parking. 

IV. Newconstruction (2.26 million) 

This option allows construction while Fayville is occupied. This would mean demolishing 
Fayville Village Hall. 


The Board encouraged the group to present all options to Town Meeting, even the options which 
have been dismissed. Grant applications were encouraged to lower the cost, but it was noted 
many grants don’t permit shared spaces. The Board also discussed the use of the Fayville 
Athletic Association. Ms. Conlin added that this parcel reverts to the Town if and when it is no 
longer in use. Clarification was needed on whether the FAA septic is located on the Fayville 
Village Hall property. 


South Union School: The Board received notification that the Southborough School Committee 
voted to turn over the South Union School to the Town of Southborough. This will be ratified at 
the Annual Town Meeting. Paul Brefka and other members of the Arts Center were present to 
discuss the potential of renovating the building to transform it into a cultural center. The Board 
discussed composing a committee to review the process, hiring a firm to conduct a feasibility 
study, submitting a warrant article for a needs assessment, and other options. There was 
discussion about the timing for commencing any or all of these activities. The Board also 
discussed the need to make the building ADA compliant, as well as the desire to plan a 
playground on the site as a part of the renovation. The Board agreed that the article would 
remain on the warrant as printed. 


Agenda Items 
Minutes: There was a move to approve the minutes of the February 6, 2001 meeting; the motion 
was seconded and so voted. There was motion to approve the Executive Session minutes of the 
February 6, 2001 meeting (not to be released); the motion was seconded and so voted. 


Elected Officials Survey: The Board reviewed a survey of compensation for elected officials. It 
was noted the Town Clerk asked for an increase to $25,000 from $12,000, and the Board of 
Assessors asked for an increase from $1,500 to $2,250. This matter is supported by the Board of 
Selectmen though they will leave it to the individual parties to determine at Town Meeting, 
although they did request a meeting with the Town Clerk in the near future. 


February 12, 2001-Board of Selectmen 


Police Chief’s vacation: The Police Chief submitted a request for payment of 14 days of unused 
vacation, due to expire on his anniversary date in late February. The Board tabled this for their 
next meeting, after requesting that the Chief provide justification of what were the extraordinary 
circumstances under which he could not use this time. 


2 East Main Street: Chairman Parry removed himself from the discussion of this property as he 
is an abutter. Selectmen Coombs and Christensen discussed the need for counsel to review this 
parcel and the 21E report filed with the Department of Environmental Protection?? There was a 
move to approve the expenditure of up to $2,000 for environmental legal counsel’s examination 
of the 2 East Main Street parcel; the motion was seconded and so voted. There was a move to 
approve the appointment of Bowditch & Dewey as counsel for 2 East Main Street; the motion 
was seconded and so voted. 


Animal Inspector: There was a move to nominate William J. Proctor of 297 Hayden Rowe, 
Hopkinton, as Animal Inspector for the Town of Southborough, for a term to expire March 31, 
2002; the motion was seconded and so voted. 


DPW hire rate: The Board reviewed a request from DPW Director John Boland to approve a hire 
rate of $15.52/hour (Grade 2, Step 4) due to the inability to secure a finalist at the starting wage 
for their Truck Driver position. There was a move to approve the hire rate for DPW Truck 
Driver of $15.52/hour; the motion was seconded and so voted. __ 


Cemetery Lot: The Board signed and executed Lot 0714. 
Mail: The Board noted receipt of a letter from Chief Mauro indicating that the Fire Dept. has 


received a grant from the Ex. Office of Public Safety for $20,819 (Mass. Firefighter Safety Grant 
Program) and it will be used to fund a second thermal imaging camera. 
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At 10:30 p.m. there was a move to adjourn that was seconded and so voted.

Assistant Treasurer-Collector: The Board met with Karen H. Figueroa, candidate for Assistant 
Treasurer-Collector. Ms. Figueroa summarized her skills and experience, which include 
accounting, human resource and software knowledge during positions in the Town of 
Westborough and the banking industry. She told the Board that she was seeking a stable and 
secure position where she could remain and hopefully remain until retirement. Having grown up 
in Southborough, she was attracted to working for the Town. The Board encouraged her to 
pursue some professional development through the Town, to expand her educational training. 
There was a move to appoint Karen H. Figueroa as Assistant Treasurer-Collector, contingent 
upon agreement of salary, benefits and a pre-employment physical, with a starting date of March 
19, 2001. The motion was seconded and so approved. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Minutes: There was a move to approve the minutes of January 30, 2001 and February 12, 2001. 
The motion was seconded and so voted. 


Merit Increase: The Board reviewed a request from John Boland, DPW Director, for a merit 
increase for Jean Johnson. Based on her review which was attached, and a letter of support from 
Mr. Boland, there was a move to approve a merit increase of 5%, from $14.94 to $15.69. The 
motion was seconded and so approved. 


Cemetery Lots: The Board received a request to buy back two cemetery lots from Fred and 
Francis Hayos of 7039 Dassia Way, Oceanside, Ca., at the original price. There was a move to 
approve the buyback, the motion was seconded and so approved. 


Payment in lieu of vacation: The Board returned to a discussion of paying Chief Colleary for a 
portion of his accrued vacation time. The Board reiterated that all employees should use their 
vacation time as a break from the job. The Board wondered if the reasons Chief Colleary stated 
were in fact unique: ongoing litigation, safety and in-house meetings and manpower assessment. 
There was a move to approve payment of 7 days vacations a compromise due to the Chief's 
involvement on litigation, with an agreement that the Chief forfeit the remainder of his vacation 
balance. The motion was seconded and so voted. 


Storm Leave: Relative to the recent snowstorm, the Board discussed its snow policy. Mrs.

Moschos 
on essential v. non-essential employees as to whether the state of emergency the Governor 
declared effects the Town of Southborough. This item will be addressed at the March 20, 2001 
meeting. 


Donation: There was a move to accept a donation from the Southborough Business Organization 
in the amount of $1,401.19, to be allocated for the future purchase of equipment, the motion was 
seconded and so voted. 


Resignation: There was a move to accept the resignation of Philip Connor from the Recreation 
Commission which was seconded and so voted. The Board asked that a thank you letter be sent 
to Mr. Connor.

SCHEDULED APPOINTMENTS 


Elected Officials Salaries: The Board discussed the survey conducted of comparable 
communities on staffing and salary information for certain elected and appointed officials. This 
discussion commenced because the Town Clerk asked for a raise from $12,000 to $25,000, and 
the Board of Assessors asked for a raise to $750 from $500 per Assessor. Although the Board 
commended the efforts of the Board of Assessors (Arthur Holmes was present), they felt they 
could not support the increase in this warrant article in light of the many commitments on the 
upcoming fiscal year’s budget. 


Paul Berry spoke to the Board regarding the increase in hours the job has demanded of the Town 
Clerk, due to the census, special town meetings and elections and an understaffed office. Mr. 
Berry also told the Board he is concerned that if he does not run for re-election, it will be difficult 
to find a candidate who would agree to this low salary. 


Article 44-Fire Alarm by-law: The Board commenced a hearing with Chief Mauro to discuss the 
proposed fire alarm by-law. Chief Mauro explained the by-law would establish a fee structure 
that would be assessed after the third false alarm in one calendar year. His rationale is that these 
false alarms frequently tie up all resources and endanger others if there were to be a serious call 
when the department was answering a false alarm. Chief Mauro noted that these are normally 
house alarms and that rarely is a medical alarm false. The Board encouraged Chief Mauro to set 
the fees even higher than the proposed $150 for emergency medical or fire alarms. _It was 
agreed that Town Counsel should review what was within the scope of the article, and could the 
fee be raised as high as $500. If so, the article could be amended on the floor of Town Meeting. 


Article 49-Quorum: This article proposes reducing the required quorum to start Town Meeting 
with 10 registered voters present. The Board agreed that the voters who arrive on time should be 
rewarded with no delays. The Board felt that it would be easier to pass this article if the number 
were set at 50. 


Article 50-Fall Town Meeting: This article proposes scheduling a regular Town Meeting each 
October. The rationale is that zoning and other non-financial matters could be addressed in such 
a meeting. This would also aid in reducing the amounts of articles and evenings spent on the 
Annual Town Meeting in April. The Town Moderator and the Town Clerk both support this 
article. 
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Fire Department Budget: Chief Mauro noted the following aspects of the department budget: 
Increased by 21.6% over FY01 

Increasing staff on duty to 5 per shift, dropping to 4 when staffing is low (vacations, etc) 
Bring only 2 staff back on ambulance calls (currently all staff may return) 

Implement mandatory drills 

Insurance/benefits ($25,000) for new firefighters (3) located in Insurance Budget 

There is a warrant article to fund central dispatch with Police Department; efficiency upgrade 
only, no personnel changes 

The Board also discussed the merits of placing the increase in the Fire Department budget on an 
override question. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Minutes: There was a move to approve the minutes of the March 8, 2001 minutes. The motion 
was seconded and so passed. 


Appointment: There was a move to approve the appointment of John Boland as the Town’s 
representative to the Central Massachusetts Resource Recovery Committee. The motion was 
seconded and so voted. 


Assistant Treasurer Collector: There was a move to approve the pay rate for the newly appointed 
Assistant Treasurer-Collector at $16.59 per hour. The motion was seconded and so voted. 


Inclement Weather Policy: The Board again discussed the policy for employees in a severe 
weather situation. Ms. Conlin reiterated that a memo was issued in December stating that in a 
storm situation a decision would be made between the DPW Director, the Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen and the Town Administrator. One suggestion was that employees should assume 
the Town offices are open and if an employee feels they are unable to report to work, that 
employee should use their own vacation or personal time. Ms. Conlin also read into the record 
the opinion on Atty. Moschos which noted the following: 


e A state of emergency called by the Governor does not apply to municipal employees 

e Essential employees are not eligible for comp time due to storm situations 

e Since the hourly employees are part of a bargaining unit, only the Selectmen can determine 
whether they should report to work 

e The employees that stayed at home may elect to use vacation or personal time or should 
make arrangements to make up the time lost 


The Board agreed that a message should be left on the Town House voice mail so employees 
could verify if the offices will be open. Furthermore, it was clarified that the department head 
would determine which employees are considered essential. The Board also determined that the 
authority to close the town offices should be left with the Town Administrator. 
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Resignation: The Board read into the record a letter from Chief Mauro noting his resignation as 
Chairman of the Local Emergency Planning Committee, and the nomination of David 
Dockstader to take his place as Chairman. 


Adjournment: There was a move to adjourn the meeting at 9:40 p.m. The motion was seconded 
and so voted.

SCHEDULED APPOINTMENTS 


Pole Hearing-Northborough Road: The Board opened the public hearing for a pole petition on 
Northborough Road. Since there were no abutters or representatives present, the Board 
continued to hearing to a date not certain. 


Pole Hearing-Cordaville Road: The Board opened the public hearing for a pole petition on 
Cordaville Road. Since there were no abutters or representatives present, the Board continued to 
hearing to a date not certain. 


Budgets 

Selectmen: 3% increase over FY01. Increases are in legal, mileage and conferences/schooling. 
Legal: This line was increased due to increased need for legal and special counsel. There is also 
an article to fund special counsel. Ms. Conlin noted that there are currently transfers before the 
Advisory Committee to cover costs for the current year. 

Central Services: Ms. Conlin noted that the computer services line is being used for network 
assistance in the absence of a Systems Manager, which we are currently attempting to recruit. 
Funds for schooling are being used for training of staff. In addition, heating costs are up, 
electricity is not due to a 5-year contract. Maintenance will include funding for carpet cleaning 
in FY02, as well as portable toilets at Fayville field. Grounds maintenance bids will be opened 
this week. 

Insurance: HMO’s have increased 15% and dental 8%. 


The Board met jointly with the Advisory Committee in the Hearing Room, as they were also 
discussing DPW and Police budgets. 


DPW FY02 Budget: John Boland reviewed his budget with the Board and the Advisory 
Committee and informed them his budget is up 6%. These increases are due to solid waste, 
MWRA and snow and ice costs. Mr. Boland noted there has been no discussion of increasing the 
transfer station fee. The DPW warrant article this year include the following: 

Road maintenance - $250,000 

Chapter 90 state aid reimbursement - $271,622 

Equipment replacement - $165,000 

Acceptance of Middle Road land for cemetery purposes 

DPW facility — $75,000 authorizing consultant to close out this Tier II ¢ site. 
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Police Dept. FY02 Budget: Chief Colleary told the Board and the Advisory Committee that his 
FY02 budget has increased due to the following costs: 

1. Salary increases due to contract agreements 

2. Heat and oil up by $1,000 

3. Equipment maintenance up by $1,500 

4. Postage has increased $100 due to .01 cent stamp increase 


5. Supplies increased by $500 
6. Travel increased $200 
7. Dues increased by $150. 


The Chief also discussed with both boards the process for implementing central dispatch. His 
staff is being trained currently for this change-over as soon as the Fire Department completes the 
necessary upgrades of equipment. 

Articles on this year’s warrant include the following: 

1. Two cruisers and one van 

2. New boiler. 


Both Boards continued their budget discussions with Kay Carter, representing the Arts Center. 
Article 39 will turn the building over to the Town from the School Department. Article 40 will 
fund a feasibility study to address upgrades in the building, ADA requirements and possibly a 
playground. Ms. Carter noted that the Arts Center will be paying for the site survey and further 
noted that the Arts Center has not been town funded before this point. 


Moving on to a discussion of the Southborough Community Center, representatives noted that 
the feasibility study has been completed for presentation at Town Meeting. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Minutes: There was a move to approve the minutes of the March 13, 2001 meeting. The motion 
was seconded and so voted. 


Elderly Housing Committee: The Board reviewed a memo from Building Inspector Peter 
Johnson regarding the establishment of an Elderly Housing Committee.

Thursday evening, the School Building Committee met with the newly hired architect, 
Strakalovsky Hoit who informed them that the K-8 School project was underfunded by 
$11 million, the cost to build the project is $32 million rather than $21. Chairman of the 
School Building Committee stated that probably almost half of the overrun is due to 
escalating construction costs. The architect said that in order to meet the deadline for 
SBAB, June 1 and preserve the Town’s reimbursement rate from the State, he would need 
to know in a week if the Town wants him to proceed with the design. Although the 
Annual Town Meeting is on April 9, a special meeting within the annual town meeting is 
not possible because of the notice requirements to the residents of the Town. An ad is 
required to be in the newspaper 14 days prior to the meeting announcing that the meeting 
will take place and the warrant with the agenda for the meeting must be available 14 days 
prior to the meeting. After much discussion regarding the process of how to resolve this 
problem, the following actions will be taken: 


1. The Building Planning Committee will schedule a meeting on April 2, 2001 to 
discuss the shortfall and possible solutions. 

2. It was suggested that the Schoo! Building Committee have a cost estimator review the 
architects cost estimates. 

3. Superintendent Robert Melican will contact SBAB to discuss the deadline for the 
architectural plans and inquire whether there is any flexibility in the deadline. If the 
Town does not meet the deadline, how does that impact on the reimbursement by the 
state? 

4. Ifthe Town is going to attempt to meet the deadline for submittal of plans to SBAB, 
the architect must only be delayed a week. Therefore, is it legal for the architect to 
continue to design the project without a Town Meeting vote now that the Town 


knows there are not enough funds to build the project. Ms. Conlin will contact legal 
counsel to seek the answer to that question. 

5. Also, monies to fund the Finn addition of seven rooms was included in the same 
November vote. Is the Town able to spend these additional funds of $264,800 from 
this warrant article in order to have enough funds to complete the Finn project that 
was voted earlier in the Spring? Ms. Conlin will obtain an answer to that question. 

6. Finally, Ms. Conlin will discuss with Town Clerk Paul Berry the possible date of 
April 23 for a special town meeting and determine when that meeting must be called 
by the Board of Selectmen.

Other options were discussed to resolve the deficit. One was to have every department reduce its 
budget by 2%. This would be an undue hardship on the smaller budgets. Another option is to 
not purchase some of the capital items or place them on the ballot to be exempted from the cap. 
Ms. Conlin will also review the insurance budget now that she has the premiums for the new 
fiscal year. The Advisory Committee is meeting on Tuesday and they will discuss the deficit 
further.

The Gardeners re-emphasized their goal of promoting the town common as a historic 
landmark, as well as encourage an appropriate tree replacement and maintenance plan. 
The Board asked that the Gardeners work with other organizations to develop the MBTA 
triangle to which they heartily agreed. 


MBTA: The Board met with members of the MBTA Triangle Working Group, staff and 
residents regarding parking/traffic issues in the area of the new train station. Chief 
Colleary updated the Board on recommended changes when the station comes on line. 
These include: resident only/limited hours parking; visitor parking permit; parking for 
CHURCH BUSINESS ONLY. The Chief also noted that increased police presence will 
be necessary in the area. The Chief submitted to the Board a list of streets which outlined 
“no parking anytime” and school/church business only and sample visitor parking passes. 


It was noted that the original amount of parking spaces had been reduced. The main 
concern was to prevent commuters from parking on side streets, in addition to protecting 
the quality of life in this area.

It was further noted that it is not illegal to let 
commuters park on residential parcels, as long as they do not exceed 3 cars (including 
property owner) per parcel. The Town Planner noted that with any changes abutters 
within 300 feet would get a notice, businesses would be subject to site plan review-but 
parking is an allowed use. All staff emphasized that after voted, changes can be made 
and residents should freely make suggestions. With respect to signs, “add-ons” will be 


used where conditions vary. The Board will meet again in early September prior to the 
station’s opening.
